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THE  NORTHWESTERN  FRESBYTERI- 
AN’S  TERMS  OF  REUNION. 

As  the  reunion  question  now  stands,  in 
the  discussions  lietween  the  New  and  Old 
School,  can  any  one  be  considered  a  friend 
of  reunion,  who  insists  on  terms  which  he 
knows  the  other  side  will  at  once  reject  ? 
Those  who  were  from  the  first  oiiposed  to  re¬ 
union  and  who  came  at  last  only  reluctantly 
into  the  movement,  will  be  very  likely  to  in¬ 
sist  on  such  terms,  partly  for  the  sake  of 
consistency,  and  partly  perhaps  still  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  result.  The  most  extreme  partisan 
is  of  course  in  favor  of  reunion  on  his  own 
terms  ;  but  this  is  not  reunion,  it  is  absorp¬ 
tion. 

In  order  to  reunion,  there  must  be  some 
common  ground,  fairly  accepted,  in  mutual 
confidence.  If  there  is  not  good  sense  and 
Christian  confidence  enough  in  both  branch¬ 
es  to  come  and  stand  on  such  ground — if  the 
large  majority  in  both  bodies  are  not  already 
on  such  ground  and  silnply  wish  to  express 
it  in  a  Plan  (not  to  make  it  by  a  Plan),  then 
all  possible  schemes  would  be  shattered  by 
tbe  ferment  of  the  fusion.  Of  course  there 
are  those  who  demand  more  than  this  :  but 
the  simple  question  is,  whether  such  extreme 
men  who  are  still  for  war,  represent  the 
mind  and  heart  of  the  churches.  Of  course, 
too,  it  requires  no  great  degree  of  ingenuity, 
but  only  a  little  boldness  in  tactics,  to  put 
upon  any  fair  and  gener;tl  plan  an  exclusive 
interpretation,  and  say  that  it  means  only 
just  what  the  plan  was  meant  to  avoid — that 
is  an  extreme  and  one-sided  position.  But 
as  such  interpretations  are  hostile  to  reunion, 
the  fiends  of  reunion  are  not  bound  by 
them.  The  Plan  is  not  responsible  for  tbe 
•private  and  partisan  exegesis. 

The  Northwestern  Presbyterinn  seems  to 
be  somewhat  ruffled  by  the  inquiries  we  ad¬ 
dressed  to  it,  upon  its  interpretation  of  the 
proposals  for  reunion. 

1.  It  claims  that  it  has  not  made  “invidi¬ 
ous  personal  allusions,”  yet  it  formally  an¬ 
nounced  that  in  its  interxjretation  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Basis  meant,  that  the  “views  of 
Barnes,  Beman,  and  Duffield  ”  were  hence¬ 
forth  to  be  excluded  by  authority  from  the 
Church.  Such  an  application  of  this  basis, 
'iT'd  such  personal  allusions,  we  say,  are  | 
“invidious.”  They  are  uncalled  for.  They  j 
lead  only  to  interminable  controversy  on  the 
question,  what  views  these  distinguished 
men,  honored  in  all  our  Church,  really  hold. 
No  New  School  man  would  accept  terms  of 
reunion  which  shordd  even  seem  to  cast  re¬ 
proach  on  them. 

The  Northwestern  Presbyterian  says,  that 
Dr.  Smith’s  amendment  to  the  Philadelphia 
Basis  was  considered  by  Old  School  men  as 
“an  open  and  avowed  repudiation  of  the 
lax  principle  of  subscription  which  would 
admit  such  views  in'  the  adoption  of  the 
Westminster  standards.”  Dr.  Smith’s 
amendment  was  “  an  open  and  avowed  repu¬ 
diation  of  the  lax  principle  of  subscription,  ” 
which  the  Old  School  ascribed  to  the  New 
School.  And  all  the  New  School  xfien  in  the 
Convention,  and  all  the  journals  of  the  New 
School,  and  many  of  its  leading  men,  had 
unanimously  and  “indignantly  ”  repudiated 
that  principle.  It  was  intended  to  affirm 
that  the  New  School  stands,  and  means  to 
stand,  on  the  Confession  as  a  Calvinistic  or 
Reformed  symbol.  It  implied,  that  views 
|which  undermine  that  system,  or  its  essen¬ 
tial  doctrines,  are  to  be  rejected.  But  there 
is  not  a  shadow  of  reason  for  saying,  that  it 
meant,  that  prominent  New  School  divines 
hold  the  errors  ascribed  to  them  by  the  Old 
School,  in  the  sense  in  which  the  Old  School 
understand  them  ;  or  that  the  real  vieics  of 
suck  men,  as  they  themselves  state  and  ex¬ 
plain  them,  are  to  be  excluded  from  the 
reunited  Church. 

Such  personal  tests  and  applications,  we 
say  are  not  to  be  foisted  upon  a  plan,  under 
pretense  of  explaining  it.  They  are  wholly 
irrelevant.  Two  men  may  agree  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  doctrine  is  heretical  :  they  may  dispute 
forever  as  to  whethet  a  certain  person  holds 
it.  This  was  the  point  we-  made  against 
the  Northwestern  Presbyterian,  viz  :  that 
“  when  Old  and  New  School  men  are  talk¬ 
ing  about  the  views  of  Beman,  Duffield, 
Ac.,  they  mean  different  things.”  Where¬ 
upon  that  paper  asks :  “  Does  The  Evan¬ 
gelist  suppose  we  are  a  set  of  children  ? 
•  Have  we  not  equal  access  to  the  published 
■writings  of  these  gentlemen  as  they  &c. 
These  questions  strike  us  as  rather  childlike, 
though  we  never  supposed  that  such  trained 
polemics  could  be  “  a  set  of  children.”  Some 
of  the  qualities  of  children  they  certainly  do 
Bot  exemplify.  Cannot  our  acute  contempo¬ 
rary  possibly  imapne,  that  he  may,  ■with  the 
best  intentions,  ascribe  to  Mr.  Barnes  and 
.others,  forms  of  opinion,  and  inferences, 
which  these  divines  might  not  consider  as  ex¬ 
actly  expressing  their  doctrinal  views  ?  Has 
he  not  possibly  done  this,  sometimes,  of 
course  inadvertently,  in  the  days  that  are  past  ? 
And,  if  he  were  chosen  as  the  final  interpre¬ 
ter  of  the  Plan  of  Union  for  the  future  united 
Chnrcb,  is  it  quite  certain  that  he  would  be 
infallible — not  only  as  to  doctrine  but  as  to 
fact — for  the  days  to  come  ? 

And  as  to  the  distinction  here  involved,  it 
was  expressly  recognized  by  the  Presbyte¬ 
rian  CLnich  in  the  famous  Cra'ghead  case, 
1824,  &nd  has  been  often  referied  to  since, 
Tiz  ;  “  That  a  man  cannot  fairly  be  contrict* 
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ed  of  heresy  for  using  expressions  which 
may  be  so  interpreted  as  to  involve  heretical 
doctrines,  if  they  may  also  admit  of  a  more 
favorable  construction  ;  because  no  one  can 
tell  in  what  sense  an  ambiguous  expression 
is  used,  but  the  speaker  or  writer,  and  he 
has  a  right  to  explain  himself  ;  ”  and  further, 
“  That  no  man  can  right  y  be  convicted  of 
heresy  by  inference  or  implication.” 

I  2.  We  put  to  the  Northwestern  Presbyteri¬ 
an  a  simple  question  about  the.“  Auburn 
Declaration  ”  ;  and  we  regret  to  see  that  it 
evades  a  direct  answer.  We  asked  it 
“Whether  men  who  hold  to  the  views,  set 
forth  in  the  Auburn  Declaration  should  be 
excluded  from  the  ministry  of  the  reunited 
Church  ?  Could  they  be  fairly  excluded  un¬ 
der  the  Philadelphia  platform  ?  ”  Ac. 

To  this  fair  and  unambiguous  question 
that  jourual-rwhile  conceding  that  that 
DtclaraHon  is  “  generally  orthodox  as  far  as 
it  goes,”  yet  says,  “  if  that  Declaraiion  was 
to  he  proi>osed  as  an  amendment  to  or  modiH- 
cotion  of  the  doctrinal  statements  on  the 
same  points  in  the  Confession  and  Cate¬ 
chisms,  it  would  be  rejected  by  Old  School 
men  with  almost  one  accord,”  for  various 
reasons.  So  it  would  be  by  the  New  School. 
We  proposed  no  such  thing.  We  did  not 
propose  the  Auburn  Declaration  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  the  Confession  at  all.  The  state 
of  the  case  is  this.  Both  parties  accept  the 
Confession,  as  containing  the  Reformed  sys¬ 
tem.  All  allow,  that  in  interpreting  that  Con¬ 
fession,  a  variety  of  views,  explanations,  and 
pbilosophical  theories,  have  been,  and  must 
be  practically  allowed.  Our  question  was, 
whether  among  these  would  be  included 
such  views  as  are  set  forth  in  the  Auburn 
Declaration  ’,  as  e.  g.  the  Princeton  Review 
has  conceded,  that  men  holding  Hopkin- 
sian  views  should  not  be  excluded,  though  it 
does  not  agiee  with  them. 

The  Northwestern  Presbyterian  says  that 
the  Auburn  Declaration,  “  while  it  may  be 
regarded  as  in  the  main  correct  as  far  as  it 
goes,  yet  on  all  the  distinctive  points  between 
the  two  schools  \i  does  not  go  far  enough.” 
If  this  means  an}  thing  to  the  point,  it 
means  that  the  distinctive  Old  School  the¬ 
ology  as  such  is  the  only  type  of  theology 
that  is  to  be  tolerated  in  the  united  Church. 
Is  that  what  this  Northwestern  journal  pro¬ 
poses  ?  If  so,  it  is  far  behind  even  the 
Princeton  Review.  And  does  it  mean  that 
this  was  the  sense  of  the  Philadelphia  ifiat- 
form  ?  If  so,  its  blindness  is— unaccount¬ 
able. 

We  regret  that  the  Northwestern  Presbyte¬ 
rian  has  not  frankly  answered  our  inquiry. 
But  it  implies  more  than  it  assei’ts.  It  im¬ 
plies  that  it  would  exclude  men  holding 
these  views.  If  it  would,  what  does  it  mean 
by  talking  in  favor  of  reunion  ?  Does  it 
not  know  that  such  an  interpretation  of  the 
Plan  of  Union  would  be  instantly  and  unani¬ 
mously  rejected  by  the  New  School  ? 

For  our  part  we  do  not  believe  that  in  this 
matter  that  journal  reflects  the  true  spirit  of 
the  Old  School  Church.  For  it  is  trying  to 
revive  past  controversies ;  and  this  leads  to 
endless  strife  and  logomachy,  and  thus  per¬ 
petuates  disunion.  But  the  spirit  of  re¬ 
union  has  respect  to  the  present  vital  union 
and  sympathies  of  these  two  great  Church¬ 
es,  to  their  future  vast  work,  to  the  needs 
of  our  land,  and  to  the  living  contests  of 
the  day  against  Rationalism  and  Romanism, 
and  does  not  care  to  rekindle  the  feebly 
glimmering  sparks  of  the  old  war  fires.  If 
this  spirit  prevails  in  the  two  Churches,  re¬ 
union  will  come.  We  believe  that  there  is 
enough  of  magnanimity  and  brotherhood 
and  mutual  confidence,  to  attain  this  result 
in  spite  of  the  fears  of  tbe  desponding,  and 
the  exclusiveness  of  partisans. 

All  the  Old  School  journals  do  not  share 
the  apprehensions  of  the  Northwestern  Pres¬ 
byterian.  No  other  one  in  fact  has  come 
upon  its  exclusive  grousd.  The  Presbyter 
of  Cincinnati,  says,  “  We  ought  not  to  mind 
the  Northwestern  Presbyterian  and  such  as 
it  is.  We  don’t  hold  the  other  branch  re¬ 
sponsible  for  such  things  on  the  other  side.” 
It  adds  that  the  way  of  such  journals  is, 
“to  say  all  that  their  own  side  will  bear, 
and  a  little  more  than  the  other  side  will  en¬ 
dure,  hoping  to  divert  attention  from  the 
basis  of  the  standards,  and  to  perpetuate 
division  on  outside  matters  and  by  special 
objections.  ” 

It  seems  to  be  thought  in  some  quarters, 
that  those  persons  are  alone  duly  qual¬ 
ified  to  propose  terms  of  reunion,  who 
are  quite  opposed  to  it,  and  think  it  alto¬ 
gether  impracticable.  Of  course,  they  adapt 
the  means  to  the  end,  and  insist  on  condi¬ 
tions  which  defeat  the  possibility  of  reunion. 
The  only  hope  of  reunion  lies  in  the  fact 
that  such  men  do  not  express  the  mind  of 
the  Church. 

Our  resiiected  contemporary,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Presbyterian,-  may  possibly  find  in  this 
article  some  aid  in  answering  the  questions 
it  kindly  addressed  to  us  about  our  former 
article.  What  it  might  like  to  have  us  fur¬ 
ther  say  had  perhaps  better  be  deferred  un¬ 
til  we  have  the  plan  of  the  Joint  Committee 
and  know  just  what  we  are  talking  about. 
Discussion  between  New  School  journals  (if 
there  need  be  any)  can  then  be  definite  and 
profitable,  and  need  not  be,  as  now  it  seems 
to  be,  based  on  unreal  issues. 

CalTin  not  Orthodox.— If  our  readers  wish 
to  see  how  very  sharp  a  man  can  be.when  he 
puts  a  theological  microscope  to  his  eyes, 
we  commend  to  him  an  article  with  this  title 
on  the  sixth  pag^  It  is  no  fiction  <»  carica¬ 
ture,  hut  an  actual  occurrence,  related  to 
us  by  the  unhappy  “  condemned  ”  minister 
l^mself.  There  are  still  some  who  are  more 
Calyittistic  thioi  Cftlviu  himself,  but  we  hope 
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the  number  is  not  large,  and  growing  small¬ 
er  every  day. 

INDECENT  PUBLICATIONS  TO  BE 
SUPPRESSED. 

The  Assembly  has  finally  passed  the  bill 
for  the  suppression  of  indecent  literature, 
pictures,  or  representations,  and  having  pre- 
■viously  passed  the  Senate,  it  ■will  go  into  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  1st  of  July  next.  As  was  to  be 
expected,  the  bill  met  with  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  from  certain  members  of  the  Assembly 
from  this  city,  whose  business,  it  was  under¬ 
stood,  would  be  injured  by  its  becoming  a 
law  ;  and  ■while  some  of  its  features  may 
have  been  modified  at  their .  request,  they 
had  not  the  power,  fortunately,  to  strangle 
it.  The  bill  is  not  all  that  we  bad  hoped  to 
obtain.  The  penalties  are  not  sufficiently 
severe  for  the  offence  ;  the  imprisonment 
being  limited  to  not  more  than  a  year,  and  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  a  thousand  dollars. 
There  is  danger  that  before  certain  magis¬ 
trates  in  our  larger  cities  both  the  imprison¬ 
ment  and  the  fiae  will  be  merely  nominal. 

Still  every  good  citizen  will  rejoice  over 
the  passage  of  this  act,  intended  as  it  is  to 
prevent  the  publication  of  certain  vile  adver- 
tisetnents,  as  well  as  indecent  books,  papers, 
and  pictui-es.  This  may  greatly  lessen  the 
profits  of  certain  papers  whose  publishers 
do  not  hesitate  to  insert  any  advertisement, 
however  immoral  in  its  tendency,  provided 
the  pay  is  sufficiently  liberal,  but  it  will  make 
these  papers  less  dangerous  to  tbe  youth 
of  our  country.  While  the  enforcement  of 
this  law  will  mainly  depend  upon  the  po¬ 
lice,  it  will  be  the  province  and  the  duty  of 
every  citizen  to  aid  them  in  bringing  the  of¬ 
fenders  to  justice.  That  all  may  know  how 
to  proceed  in  such  cases,  we  here  publish 
the  act  entire  : 

Section  1.  If  any  person  shall  sell,  or  of¬ 
fer  to  sell,  or  shall  give  away,  or  offer  to  give 
away,  or  have  in  his  or  her  possession  with 
intent  to  sell  or  give  away,  any  obscene  and 
indecent  book,  pamphlet,  paper,  drawing, 
painting,  lithograph,  engraving,  daguerreo- 
type,  photograph,  stereoscopic  picture,  mod¬ 
el,  cast,  instrument,  or  article  of  indecent  or 
immoral  use,  or  article  or  medicine  for  the 
prevention  of  conception  or  procuring  of 
abortion,  or  shall  advertise  the  same  for  sale, 
or  write  or  cause  to  be  written,  or  print  or 
cause  to  be  printed,  any  circular,  handbill, 
card,  book,  pamphlet,  advertisement,  or- no¬ 
tice  of  any  kind,  stating  where,  how',  or  of 
whom  or  by  what  means  any  of  said  inde¬ 
cent  and  obscene  articles  and  things  herein¬ 
before  mentioned  can  be  purchased  or  other¬ 
wise  obtained,  or  shall  manufacture,  draw, 
and  expose  or  draw,  with  intent  to  sell  or 
have  sold,  or  print  any  such  articles,  every 
such  person  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  not  more  than 
on«  year  or  be  fined  not  mo>*e  than 
for  each  offence,  one-third  of  said  fine  to  be 
paid  to  the  informer  upon  whose  evidence 
the  person  so  offending  shall  be  convicted, 
one-lhird  to  the  school  fund  of  the  county 
in  which  such  offence  shall  be  committed, 
and  the  remaining  third  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Female  Guardian  Society  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  if  the  conviction  is  in 
the  said  city  and  county,  to  be  by  said  Treas¬ 
urer  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said 
Society,  as  set  forth  in  their  charter  or  act 
of  incorporation  ;  and  if  the  conviction  is 
in  any  other  county  of  this  State,  then  said 
remaining  third  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasur¬ 
er  of  the  Orphan  Asylum  in  said  county,  if 
there  be  one,  or  in  equal  portions  to  all  of 
said  asylums,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  to 
be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  said  asylum 
or  asylums,  and  it  there  be  none,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Poor  of  said  county, 
to  be  aijplied  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
said  county. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall  deposit,  or 
cause  to  be  deposited,  in  any  postoffice  with¬ 
in  this  State,  or  place  in  charge  of  any  ex¬ 
press  comj)any,  or  person  connected  there¬ 
with,  or  of  any  common  cander  or  other  per¬ 
son,  any  of  the  obscene  and  indecent  arti¬ 
cles  and  things  mentioned  in  the  first  sec¬ 
tion  of  this  act,  or  any  circular,  handbill, 
card,  advertisement,  book,  pamphlet,  or  no¬ 
tice  of  any  kind,  stating  where,  how,  or  of 
whom,  such  indecent  and  obscene  articles 
or  things  can  be  purchased  or  otlierwise  ob¬ 
tained,  with  the  intent  of  having  the  same 
conveyed  by  mail  or  express  or  in  any  other 
manner,  or  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  or 
wilfully  receive  the  same  with  intent  to  car¬ 
ry  or  convey  or  shall  carry  or  convey  the 
same  by  express  or  in  any  other  manner  (ex¬ 
cept  in  the  United  States  mail),  every  per¬ 
son  so  ofi'ending  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  subject  for  each  oflence  to  the  same  fines 
and  penalties  as  are  prescribed  in  the  said 
first  section  of  this  act  for  the  offences  there¬ 
in  set  forth,  and  said  fine  shall  be  divided 
and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  therein  pro¬ 
vided. 

Sec.  3.  All  magistrates  are  authorized  on  due 
complaint,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation, 
to  issue  a  warrant  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of 
the  county  within  which  sucli  complaint 
shall  be  made,  or  to  any  constable,  marshal, 
or  police-officer,  within  said  county  (provided 
nevertheless  that  nothing  in  this  act  con¬ 
tained  shall  be  construed  to  affect,  alter,  di¬ 
minish,  or  extend,  or  in  any  way  interfere 
w  ith  the  powers  and  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Metropolitan  Police),  directiug  them,  or  any 
of  them  to  search  lor,  seize,  and  take  pos¬ 
session  of,  such  obscene  and  indecent  books, 
papers,  articles,  and  things,  and  said  magis¬ 
trate  shall  transmit,  inclosed  and  under  seal, 
specimens  thereof  to  the  District  Attorney 
of  his  county,  and  shall  deposit  within  the 
county  jail  of  his  county  or  sneh  other  se¬ 
cure  place  as  shall  seem  to  him  meet,  in¬ 
closed  and  under  seal,  the  remainder  there¬ 
of,  and  shall  upon  conviction  of  the  person 
or  persons  offending  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  forthwith  destroy  or  cause  to  be 
destroyed  the  remainder  thereof  so  seized  as 
aforesaid,  and  shall  cause  to  be  entered  up¬ 
on  the  records  of  his  court  the  fact  of  such 
destructiou. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presid¬ 
ing  Judge  of  every  Court  of  Sessions  or  Oyer 
and  Terminer  within  this  State,  especially 
to  charge  the  Grand  Jmy  at  each  term  of 
said  court  to  take  notice  of  all  offences  com¬ 
mitted  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Princeton  Seminary. — At  the  anniversary 
of  the  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  on 
Tuesday  of  last  week,  thirty-nine  young 
men  graduated,  of  whom  six  or  eight  intend 
being  foreign  missionaries. 


I>N  McCosh  President  of  Princeton  Col¬ 
lege, —We  are  afraid  our  Presbyterian  breth¬ 
ren  in  Ireland  will  hardly  dare  to  send  any 
more  delegations  to  this  country,  if  they 
meet  with  the  fate  of  their  predecessors. 
Scarcely  has  14r.  Hall,  of  Dublin,  got  seated 
in  his  place,  as  pastor  of  the  church  in  the 
Fifth  avenue,  before  Dr.  McCosh,  now  Pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  Queen’s  College  at  Belfast,  is 
called  to  the  Presidency  of  Princeton.  But 
in  this  case,  as  iu  the  former,  what  is  Ire¬ 
land’s  loss  is  our  gain.  Dr.  McCosh  is  one 
of  the  best  representatives  ever  sent  to  us 
from  the  churches  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
A  fine  scholar  and  metaphysician,  a  pupil  of 
Chalmers,  he  is  also  a  man  of  great  personal 
dignity  and  courtesy  ;  one  who  wins  the  re¬ 
spect  and  the  confidence  of  all  who  know 
him.  He  has  a  combination  of  qualities 
which  eminently  fit  him  for  the  position  of 
President  of  a  College.  In  his  special  de¬ 
partment  of  mental  and  moral  philosophy 
he  is  one  of  the  first  thinkers  and  writers  in 
Great  Britain.  He  is  the  author  of  a  num¬ 
ber  f«  masterly  works,  some  of  which  have 
become  text-books,  and  all  of  which  exhibit 
in  perfection  those  high  qualities  for  which 
the  Scottish  metaphysicians  and  theologians 
have  been  distinguished  for  a  century  past. 
Should  he  accept,  he  wUl  give  great  strength 
to  the  already  eminent  faculty  of  Princeton. 

P.  S.  Mr.  George  H.  Stuart  of  Pbiladel. 
pbia  has  a  cable  dispatch  announcing  that 
Dr,  McCosh  accepts  the  Presidency  of  the 
College  of  New  Jersey,  and  will  sail  speedily 
for  this  country. 

Debt  «f  the  West  Presb.  Ghureh  Paid. — 

dlessrs.  Editors:  Tbe  26th  ult.,  the  third 
anniversary  of  the  dedication  of  our  house 
of  worship,  was  a  jubilee  Sabbath  to  us. 
The  announcement  was  made  that  the  full 
amount  necessary  to  cancel  the  mortgage  on 
the  church,  fifty  thousand  dollais,  had  been 
subscribed.  This  work  had  been  accom¬ 
plished,  for  the  most  part,  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  week  by  personal  application.  Since 
then  tbe  flo'ating  debt  of  ?5000,  has  been 
removed,  making  the  whole  amount  $135,000. 
Fifteen  months  ago  .$19,000  of  the  floating 
debt  was  paid  by  subscription,  making  a 
total  of  $74,000  raised  within  less  than  a 
year  and  a  half,  by  our  congregation  without 
any  help  from  outside. 

And  now  the  'West  church  is  entirely  free. 
The  Lord  opened  the  hearts  of  the  i^eople  ; 
and  though  the  times  were  generally  con- 
sidered  unfavorable,  yet  He  has  blessed  us 
in  our  efforts  with  a  success  for  which  we 
had  hardly  dared  to  hope.

It  is  not  often  that  we  are  called  upon  to 
make  so  gratifying  an  announcement.  This 
West  Presbyterian  church — formerly  in  Car¬ 
mine  street — has  flourished  greatly  for  the> 
last  ten  years  under  the  care  of  its  present 
pastor.  Rev.  Dr.  Hastings.  By  his  exer¬ 
tions,  seconded  by  a  very  united  and  reso¬ 
lute  people,  has  been  erected  its  present 
beautiful  house  of  woi-ship  in  42d  street, 
near  tbe  5th  avenue.  It  has  grown  in  num¬ 
bers,  and  in  both  outward  and  inward  pros¬ 
perity,  till  it  is  now  one  of  the  strongest  of 
the  up-town  churches.  This  recent  effort  to 
pay  off  its  debt  is  especially  gratifying,  as  it 
was  the  fruitjj|f  spiritual  influences.  Some 
who  had  recently  united  with  the  church, 
desired  to  show  in  a  tangible  way  their  love 
to  Him  whose  disciples  they  bad  professed 
to  be.

They  who  have  thus  begun  their  course, 
may  be  expected  to  do  other  and  yet  greater 
things  hereafter  for  Christ  and  His  Church, 
All  blessings  on  these  noble  givers,  and  their 
pastor,  who  is  permitted  so  early  in  his  min¬ 
istry  to  see  such  a  happy  result  of  his  labors. 
May  their  relation  continue  for  many  years, 
in  the  same  mutual  love  and  confidence,  in¬ 
citing  each  other  to  good  works  !

THE  EMPTY  CRIB. 

There  is  a  great  lack  with  all  those  who 
have  never  deeply  suffered.  For  there  are 
profound  lessons  to  be  learned  by  God’s 
people  that  can  only  be  learned  in  the  valley 
of  the  death-shadow  ;  there  are  precious 
views  of  heaven  that  can  only  be  discovered 
through  an  eye  that  is  washed  by  the  tears 
of  a  broken  heart.  Into  what  a  fellowship 
too  does  suffering  bring  us  !  The  great  cir¬ 
cle  of  the  bereaved  seems  to  open,  and  em¬ 
brace  each  new-comer  who  enters  its  weep¬ 
ing  ranks  ;  for  one  touch  of  sorrow  makes 
all  God’s  children  kin. 

Many  of  us  pastors  have  sat  down  beside 
the  afflicted  fl,thcrs  and  mothers  in  our 
flocks,  and  tried  to  comfort  them.  We 
read  to  them  the  heavenly  messages  of  con¬ 
solation,  and  knelt  beside  them  as  they  rock¬ 
ed  and  trembled  under  the  tempest  of  their 
ogoi^y.  But  how  often  have  these  mothers 
said  to  us,  “Ah  1  my  pastor !  there  is  one 
thing  iu  this  world  that  you  never  can  under¬ 
stand  until  you  have  felt  it  for  yourself ; 
and  that  is  the  sensations  of  a  parent  over 
his  or  her  own  child  as  it  lies  in  the  first  aw¬ 
ful  silence  of  death.  You  must  go  through 
all  this  for  yourself,  and  then  you  can  realize 
what  it  is  we  suffer  and  what  it  is  that  our 
smitten  souls  most  need.”  Many  a  time 
after  hearing  such  things  have  we  come 
back  to  our  happy  home,  and  said — O  if 
those  lessons  are  to  be  learned  only  by  hav¬ 
ing  the  little  cradle  or  the  crib  emptied  in 
this  house,  may  the  Hand  that  takes  the 
treasure  be  the  same  Hand  that  can  open 
our  eyes  to  see  the  infinite  blessedness  of  a 
sanctified  sorrow  ! 

To-day  I  am  trying  to  steady  my  hand  to 
write  these  words  in  a  de.serted  nursery, 
and  with  the  playthings  of  a  darling  child 
lying  by  me  on  the  floor.  Three  years  ago, 
in  a  half  playful  description  of  “  A  new 
Home  ”  published  in  The  Evangelist,  I 
wrote — “  What  soitows  this  home  hath  in 
store  for  us,  God  only  kuoweth.  Perhaps 
in  yonder  nursery  a  little  crib  may  grow 
deeiier  until  it  deepens  into  a  grave.  Fa¬ 
ther  !  not  as  we  will,  but  as  Thou  wilt.” 
The  prophecy  is  fulfilled.  And  I  tnist,  that 
it  will  not  be  an  indelicate  exposure  of  pri¬ 
vate  griefs  if  a  father’s  bleeding  heart  utters 
a  few  words  at  such  a  time  to  the  large 
household  of  readers  of  this  journal  with 
whom  he  has  come  into  a  sort  of  person  al 
intimacy.  Many  of  that  household  knew 
and  loved  the  beautiful  twin  boy  whose  only 
biography  on  earth  can  be  written  in  a  doz¬ 
en  tear-moistened  lines. 

Our  little  Georgie  and  his  twin  brother 
Tlieod^'r**,  came  to  us  on  the  dzy  w-hen  the 
whole  city  was  ■vi'ild  with  joy  and  firing  of 
guns  over  the  fall  of  Vicksburg.  For  near¬ 
ly  five  years  they  have  been  the  sunlight  of 
the  dwelling.  “A  dangerous  treasure  are 
those  boys,”  whispered  many  an  one,  as  the 
noble  little  fellows  bounded  out  of  the  room 
to  their  play.  “  Give  me  one  of  these  ”  our 
Bro.  Newman  Hall  used  to  say,  as  he  took 
them  on  his  lap  ;  “I  have  none  in  my  nest 
at  home.” 

Last  Sabbath  morning  week,  another 
voice  was  saying,  “  Give  Me  one  of  these 
treasures,”  and  it  was  the  voice  of  Him  who 
took  little  children  in  his  arms  and  blessed 
them.  Ere  I  went  to  my  pulpit  to  preach, 
my  child— then  but  four  hours  sick — was  re¬ 
peating  his  favorite  Sunday  school  hymn 
Jesiis  loves  me  ;  He  has  died 
The  gates  of  heaven  to  open  wide, 

He  will  wash  awaj  my  sin, 

And  let  Hie  little  child  come  in.’* 

As  he  finished  the  last  sweet  line,  he  look¬ 
ed  up  and  whispered  faintly,  “What  will 
Jesus  say  to  me  when  He  sees  me  ?”  A  few 
hours  later,  as  I  broke  away  from  his  dying 
bed  again  to  go  andpreach  the  “  faithful  say¬ 
ing,”  the  little  fellow  kissed  his  hand  to  me, 
and  his  feeble  “  bye-bye  ”  were  the  last 
words  that  ever  fell  from  his  lips.  I  hastened 
home  to  find  him  in  the  fearful  convulsions 
of  the  scarlet  fever,  and  at  sunset  he  was 
with  Jesus.  Fourteen  hours  had  “  changed 
his  countenance  and  sent  him  away.”  Three 
days  later  a  great  multitude  of  weeping  peo¬ 
ple  came  and  bore  him  away  to  his  place  of 
slumber  in  Greenwood,  and  left  us  here  to 
watch  over  the  sick  surviviag  twin,  and  to 
listen  to  the  deep  precious  teachings  of  that 
empty  crib. 

Has  that  bright  sunny  boy  lived  and  died 
for  naught  ?  Nay,  verily  he  has  not.  The 
very  sight  of  his  wondrous  beauty — for  he 
had  a  face  to  dream  about — and  the  prattle 
of  his  sweet  gentle  voice  will  be  a  joy  forever 
to  hundreds  who  knew  him.  His  sudden 
death  has  stirred  and  softened  many  a  heart 
— for  the  whole  community  seem  to  bewail 
because  of  him.  I  have  learned  the  blessed¬ 
ness  of  sympathy  iu  sorrow,  and  to  scores  of 
The  Evangelist  readers,  I  return  the  only 
thanks  I  can  for  the  most  precious  letters  of 
condolence.  Above  all,  I  have  been  per¬ 
mitted  to  test  to  the  utmost,  the  sustaining 
grace  of  the  blessed  Jesus,  and  find  it  more- 
yes  !  more  than  all-sufficient !  This  world 
is  so  much  the  less  dear  ;  and  Christ  is  by 
just  so  much  the  dearer,  and  Heaven  is  the 
nearer  !  As  I  gaze  on  the  little  slate,  the 
kite  and  the  cherished  playthings,  he  seems 
to  be  somewhere  in  my  dwelling  yet.

WASHINGTON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Washinoton,  Uay  2,  1868. 

Editors  of  the  Evangelist :  Constraint  laid' 
upon  the  vocal  organs,  and  not  curiosity  as  to  • 
public  affairs,  furnishes  me  the  opportunitj' 
for  an  epistle  from  the  National  Capitoh 

Of  course.  I  shall  be  expected  to  write  yott 
a  great  deal  of  news  in  regard  to  Impeach¬ 
ment,  and  other  matters  of  general  interest. 
Everybody  who  stays  even  a  day  in  Wash¬ 
ington  becomes  so  wise  !  I  just  read,  for- 
example,  a  special  paragraph,  copied  out  of 
The  Independent's  coiTespondence  from  this 
place,  stating  that  the  President  had  become 
“  dejected  and  silent.”  Only  a  moment  be¬ 
fore  a  gentleman  was  relating  to  me  the  con¬ 
versation  of  a  lady  friend,  who  was  an  old 
acquaintance  of  the  President,  and  who  had 
been  recently  visiting  his  family  at  the  White 
House,  and  who  had  reported  that  she  had 
never  found  him  in  a  jollier  mood  !  My 
brief  call  on  the  Executive  the  other  day  im~ 
pressed  me  that  Mr.  Johnson  wiR  enduring 
the  fiery  ordeal  with  a  good  deal  of  equa¬ 
nimity,  and  those  who  have  the  best  oppor¬ 
tunities  of  knowing  seem  to  be  of  the  same 
mind.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  of  late  the 
President,  is  in  his  seat  at  Dr.  Gurley’s 
church,  is  one  token  that  he  is  “  chastened, 
if  not  killed,”  by  Lis  reverses.  One  thing 
is  certain,  the  great  trial' reluctantly  ap¬ 
proaches  its  end  ;  the  speech-makers  on 
either  side  doing  what  they  can  to  retard  its 
movement.  The  audience  in  the  galleries 
have  become  tired  even  of  Mr.  Evarts,  and 
demand  a  new  sensation,  not  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  Stanbery,  who  threatens  to  provide 
a  reader  of  his  seventy-page  argument,  but 
in  the  person  of  Manager  Bingham,  who  is 
reported  as  well  warmed  up  for  his  work, 
and  capable,  if  he  has  strength  to  withstand 
the  temptation  of  prolixity,  of  giving  a  wor¬ 
thy  coup  de  grace  to  this  learned  and  lengthy 
controversy.  How  the  trial  will  terminate 
you  may  know  by  the  time  the  next  Evan¬ 
gelist  is  printed,  certainly  soon  after  the 
final  vote  is  taken.  This  is  about  all  Wash¬ 
ington  knows  on  the  subject  at  present,  de¬ 
spatches  to  the  Herald,  Independent,  &c. ,  not¬ 
withstanding.  The  general  impression  is  of 
course  adverse  to  the  President. 

The  Churches. 

Wearied  with  the  Senate  Chamber,  I  have 
found  tojiics  of  fresher  interest  elsewhere. 
Dropping  in  upon  the  Tuesday  evening 
serviee  at  Dr.  John  C.  Smith’s  church,  I 
found  some  token  that  other  things  thaB> 
politics  find  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  here.  The  large  chapel  was  well  filled 
by  a  congregation  who  needed  not  the  at¬ 
traction  of  a  “  lecture  ”  to  call  them  togeth¬ 
er.  It  was  a  spirited  and  spiritual  season  of 
conference  and  prayer  ;  the  singing,  the 
prayers  and  exhortations  were  after  the 
apostolic  model,  “  ayith  grace  in  the  heart 
unto  the  Lord.  ”  Dr.  Smith  is  said  to  be 
eccentric,  but  one  of  his  peculiarities  will 
boar  copying,  viz  :  untiring  pastoral  activity 
and  entire  absorption  in  the  concerns  of  his 
church  and  congregation.  His  self-sacrific¬ 
ing  zeal,  and  that  of  his  wife,  for  the  sol¬ 
diers  during  the  war,  was  something  marvel¬ 
lous,  and  tlie  Church  and  oountiy  owe  him 
a  debt  of  gratitude  not  easily  repaid. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hart  has  commenced  hie  , 
labors  in  the  Assembly’s  church,  and  I  judge 
from  the  style  of  his  discourse  last  Sabbath  « 
morning,  will  put  new  life  into  that  congre¬ 
gation.  Dr.  Sunderland  I  find  still  minister¬ 
ing  to  the  lai'ge  congregation  on  4)^  street. 
Dr.  Gurley  is  laid  aside  from  active  duty  at. 
present,  and  at  last  advices  was  not  able' 
oven  to  take  his  contemplated  journey  tc^ 
California.  The  Congregationalists  are  has¬ 
tening  their  large  and  elegant  church  edifice 
to  completion.  It  will  have  the  finest  andi- 
enee  room  in  the  city,  with  other  appoint¬ 
ments  on  a  liberal  .scale.  Gen.  Howard  has 
shown  great  energy  iu  the  prosecution  of  this 
and  other  enterprises  here,  to  which  he  has 
put  his  hand,  and  deserves  the  success  which 
I  trust  awaits  him.  The  walls  of  his  Uni¬ 
versity  for  colored  students  are  rising  into 
comely  and  imposing  proportions  on  the 
high  ground  north  of  the  city. 

I  was  pleased  to  meet,  in  connection  with> 
his  bureau  here,  my  old  friend,  Rev.  E.  G. 
Townsend,  formerly  a  pastor  at  Sackett’e 
Harbor,  afterwards  at  Camden  and  Elhridge. 
Having  gone  into  service  as  a  chaplain,  hie 
patriotic  ardor  soon  drew  him  into  the  ranks. 

At  the  battle  of  Lookout  Mountain,  while  at 
the  head  of  his  company,  he  received  a  dis¬ 
abling  wound  which  threw  him  out  of  ac¬ 
tive  service.  A  bronchial  weakness  forbids 
his  return  to  the  pa.storal  office.  He  ie 
therefore  serving  his  Master  in  the  Freed¬ 
man’s  Bureau,  with  a  Major’s  Commission, 
and  after  residing  here  several  years,  hat* 
just  been  transferred  to  the  supervision  of  a 
department  of  the  same  service  in  'Virginia. 

A  zealous  friend  of  the  colored  race,  he 
holds  that  they  should  be  thrown,  as  speedi¬ 
ly  as  pos.sible,  upon  their  own  energies  for 
support,  and  cease  to  be  pensioners  of  the 
Goveniment.  With  numbers  of  the  old  anil 
infirm  this  will  of  course  he  impracticable, 
but  with  the  younger  and  able-bodied  it  is 
the  dictate  of  a  sound  policy,  and  which  the 
officers  generally  of  the  Freedman’s  Bu¬ 
reau  are,  I  doubt  not,  agreed  it  is  their  duty 
to  enforce. 

Finishing  my  letter  in  one  of  the  noble 
apartments  of  the  Treasury,  fronting  direct¬ 
ly  the  White  House,  I  observe  at  the  other 
end  of  the  table  a  slender  and  elderly,  but. 
every  way  unpretending,  gentleman  in  con¬ 
versation  with  a  Treasury  officer,  and  from 
his  bearing,  accent,  and  inquiries,  corjeo- 
ture  that  he  may  be  some  foreign  goveni¬ 
ment  official.  I  was  not,  however,  prepai 
ed,  on  his  leave-taking,  to  be  told  that  he  • 
is  no  other  than  Sir  Edward  Thornton,  the 
new  British  Minister,  who  has  taken  thie  •• 
way  of  showing  his  low  estimate  of  red  tape 
formulas,  and  his  appreciation  of  the- b^. 
way  of  getting  the  information  he  wants  by 
applying  directly,  and  in  person,  to  gentle¬ 
men  in  govei-nmental  positions,  who  are  able  • 
to  post  him  up  for  his  important  duties.

THE  ROYAL  VISIT  TO  IRELAND. 

Dublin,  April  18, 1868. 

Messrs.  Editors :  I  am  now  in  this  magnifi¬ 
cent  old  city,  the  capital  of  Ireland,  the 
liveliest,  raciest,  and  jolliest  community  in 
the  whole  circle  of  her  Majesty’s  dominions. 
Dublin  is  always  in  good  humor  with  itself. 
It  cannot  be  otherwise.  Its  people,  in  sun¬ 
shine  or  shower,  in  adversity  or  prosperity, 
try  to  be  happy,  and  they  are  marvellously 
successful.  They  give  and  relish  good  diu- 
aers  and  suppers ;  they  dearly  love  drawing¬ 
rooms,  levees,  and  full-dress  evening  parties; 
they  glory  in  balls,  concerts,  and  theatres ; 
ail  is  done  with  true  Irish  spirit ;  and  if  they 
do  get  “out  of  sorts,”  or  tired,  in  difficulty, 
or  in  debt,  they  still  keep  pleasant  counte¬ 
nances,  wear  an  air  of  recherche  abandon,  and 
play  off  their  rich  wit  and  brilliant  humor 
with  a  resolute  determination  to  frighten 
“  the  blues  ”  and  “  drive  dull  care  away.” 

The  city  is  now  honored  with  the  presence 
of  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  and 
other  members  of  the  royal  family,  and  is  in  a 
state  of  feverish  excitement.  Business,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  purposes  of  display,  is  at  a  staud 
still.  Nothing  is  talked  about  save  proces¬ 
sions,  reviews,  balls,  races,  and  other  mat¬ 
ters  of  interest  associated  with  the  advent 
of  the  heir  apparent  to  the  British  throne. 
I  would  fail  to  convey  to  you  anything  like 
an  idea  of  the  intense  feeling  that  prevails. 
BUs  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  and 
her  Royal  Highness  the  Princess  of  Wales 
reached  Kingstown,  the  great  harbor  of  Dub¬ 
lin,  on  Wednesday  morning,  accompanied 
by  six  of  the  leading  iron-clad  fleet  of  Great 
Britain.  Their  reception  was  most  enthusi¬ 
astic  ;  and  the  procession  into  Dublin,  cov¬ 
ering  eight  miles  of  ground,  was  grand  in 
the  extreme.  It  was  a  perfect  ovation  all 
the  way,  and  appeared  to  be  relished  exceed¬ 
ingly  by  the  Prince  and  Princess.  I  do  not 
attempt  to  cuter  into  details.  I  shall  only 
say  that  the  chief  streets-  of  the  city  were 
most  gaily  decorated  with  flags,  banners, 
and  streamei-s;  that  arches  of  all  descriptions 
were  put  up;  and  that  numerous  devices  and 
mottoes  of  a  most  apropos  character  were 
displayed  all  over  the  route — the  whole  be¬ 
ing  wound  up  by  a  magnificent  illumination 
in  the  evening.  It  is  computed  that  about 
200,000  people  were  in  the  line  of  the  pro¬ 
cession,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  their 
manifestation  of  loyalty  was  everything  that 
royalty  could  desire. 

On  Thursday,  the  Prince  and  Princess  at¬ 
tended  the  horse  races  at  Punchestowu, 
about  forty  miles  from  Dublin.  These  races, 
in  which  you  can  feel  no  interest,  are  regard¬ 
ed  as  the  equivalent  of  “the  Derby”  in 
Eagland.  There  were  a’oout  200,000  persons 
present  at  them  on  the  day  of  the  royal 
wisit,  and  the  scene  was  exciting  in  the  ex¬ 
treme. 

The  great  feature  of  the  visit,  however, 
was  to-day,  when  his  Royal  Highness  was 
installed  in  the  grand  oathedral  of  St.  Pat¬ 
rick’s,  as  a  Knight  of  the  most  illustrious 
Order  of  St.  Patrick.  I  could  not  convey 
to  yon  an  idea  of  the  magnificence  of  the 
spectacle,  or  the  glory  of  the  ceremonial. 
It  was  grand  almost  beyond  conception. 
The  procession  started  from  the  Castle  at 
half-past  two  o’clock,  and  reached  the  gor¬ 
geous  cathedral,  —  recently  improved  and 
decorated  at  an  expense  of  £130,000  by  Mr. 
Guinness,  late  Lord  Mayor  of  Dublin, -^^-at 
half-past  three,  passing  through  the  leading 
streets,  which  were  one  blaze  of  beauty  and 
fashion,  ornament  and  decoration.  In  the 
cathedral  itself  his  Royal  Highness  was  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  presence  of  3600  spectators, 
iscluding  peers  and  peeresses  of  Ireland, 


all  the  chief  officers  of  State  of  the  country 
all  the  leailing  military  and  naval  generals 
and  admirals,  all  the  judges,  all  the  lords 
lieutenants  of  counties,  all  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  corporate  bodies,  and  I  may  say,  in 
a  word,  all  the  rank  and  fashion  of  Ireland’s 
metropolis.  I  have  been  at  many  groat 
ceremonials  and  many  great  assemblages — 
never,  however,  at  any  one  pos.-essing  the 
grandeur  aud  interest  of  this.  I  wish  I 
could  describe  it.  The  place  I  occupied 
was  iu  the  south  tramsept  of  the  cathe<lral, 
within  about  twelve  varJs  of  the  throne.  I 
commanded  a  full  view  of  the  choir,  which 
embraced  200  voices,  and  which  was — male 
and  femaie — dressed  in  white  robes  ;  aud  I 
had  a  splendid  sight  of  ihe  stalls  of  the 
Knights  of  bt.  Patrick,  of  the  royal  and  vice- 
royal  party,  and  of  the  most  distinguished 
in  rank  and  fashion  of  Ireland,  peers  and 
peeresses,  and  civil  aud  military  officers,  and 
of  the  tiers  upon  tiers  of  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  in  the  north  transt-pt,  decked  in  every 
variety  of  dress  and  costume.  A  grander 
spectacle  the  eye  could  not  rest  upon.  Im¬ 
mediately  before  me  were  the  Lord  Chief  .Jus¬ 
tices  of  the  various  courts,  and  the  other 
judges  and  barons  in  their  wigs  and  gowns. 
At  the  distance  I  have  stated,  sat  under  a 
canopy  aud  on  a  chair  of  rich  blue  aud  gold, 
the  Princess  of  Wales,  fair  and  beautiful, 
though  pale  after  her  long  illness,  dressed 
in  light  blue,  with  blue  bounet,  aud  evident¬ 
ly  deeply  impressed  with  the  ceremony  and 
the  scene.  Beside  her,  in  a  similar  state 
chair,  sat  the  loVely  Marchioness  of  Aber- 
corn  ;  and  on  chairs  rich  in  gold  there  were 
seated  behind  Prince  Teck,  the  Duke  of 
Cambridge,  and  other  members  of  the  royal 
and  viceroyal  family.  The  Knights,  in  their 
blue  mantles  and  rich  embroideries,  all  I  be¬ 
lieve  peers  of  the  realm,  with  their  squires, 
were  in  their  stalls,  each  of  Which  was  sur¬ 
mounted  witli  a  banner  (many  of  them 
threadbare  with  age),  collars,  swords,  shields, 
and  crests, — presenting  a  magnificent  dis¬ 
play.  Then  behind  me  were  the  mayors, 
aldermen,  and  town  councillors  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  provincial  towns  of  Ireland  ;  and  ou 
either  side,  the  peeresses,  the  deputy  lieu- 
tenauts  of  counties,  with  their  ladies,  and 
the  chiefs  of  the  naval  and  military  depait- 
ments  of  her  Majesty’s  service,  with  the  civil 
officers  of  the  crown,  all  in  their  wonderful¬ 
ly  varied  robes  or  gowns,  or  distinguished  in 
a  miilritude  of  other  different  ways.  Gor¬ 
geous  will  not  describe  the  tom  ensvnh'e— 
neither  will  magnificent.  I  question  if  in 
any  other  city  iu  her  Majesty’s  domiaions 
there  could  be  a  more  superb,  or  I  should 
say,  right  royal  display.  The  spectacle  is 
one  to  be  remembered  all  one’s  days, — to  be 
marked  “  white  ”  in  the  experience  of  a 
life.  Dublin  ladies  have  “a  name  to  live,” 
— here  were  the  crime  de  fa  crime  of  them. 
Dublin’s  taste  has  been  famed  throughout 
the  kingdom  ;  here  it  was  displayed  in  rich¬ 
est  perfection,  and  in  every  conceivable  va¬ 
riety  of  fashion  and  fabric. 

The  procession  through  the  city,  with  the 
royal  and  viceroyal  corteges,  the  K.’iights  in 
their  mantles  aud  collars,  the  gorgeous 
equipages  of  the  royal  and  other  carriages, 
and  the  efl'ect  of  the  long  lines  of  military — 
dragoons,  laucer.s,  and  grenadier  guards,— is 
too  much  for  my  pen.  The  pageant  was 
truly  magnificent,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
tens  of  thousands  of  people  extreme. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  are  to  remain  iu 
Dublin  for  a  few  days.  There  is  to  be  a 
grand  review  in  the  Phoenix  Park  on  Mon¬ 
day;  ou  ’Tuesday  the  royal  party  arc  to  visit 
the  cattle  show  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society; 
and  on  Wednesday  they  are  to  be  present  at 
the  great  national  hall  at  the  Exhibition 
Palace— 10,000  persous  are  expected  to  be 
present. 

This  visit,  following  the  great  victory  of 
the  Liberals  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
the  subject  of  the  disestablishment  of  the 
Irish  Church,  to  which  I  referred  iu  my  last 
letter,  has  broken  the  back  of  Feniani'^m, 
aud  inspired  the  Irish  people  with  hope  and 
confidence  for  the  future.  It  will  Jo  im¬ 
mense  good. 

On  ecclesiastical  afi'airs  I  have  really  noth' 
ing  to  say.  The  dise^itablishment  of  the 
Irish  Church  is  the  absorbing  topic,  and  in 
Scotland  the  Churches  generally  are  in  favor 
of  it.  I  need  not  say  that  in  Ireland  the 
same  state  of  feeling  is  universal.

NEGRO  RILE  AT  THE  SOUTH. 

Bbighton,  S.  C..  -April  25,  1868. 

Of  this  I  have  heard  and  read  much,  but 
never  supposed  it  was  more  than  an  idle  ru¬ 
mor,  but  of  late  I  feel  it  to  be  a  reality,  aud 
not  far  off.  When  I  sat  at  the  polls  on  the 
14ih,  loth,  and  16tb,  aud  saw  every  colored 
man  eager  to  xiress  in  his  vote,  and  every 
white  man  stand  aloof  and  not  oue  offer  to 
vote,  and  learned  that  in  one  month  there 
was  to  be  another  election  for  all  county 
officers,  I  could  no  longer  be  blind  to  the 
fact  that  soon  all  the  offices  would  be  held, 
and  the  laws  made,  by  the  colored  men  in 
South  Carolina,  who  are  largely  in  the  ma¬ 
jority,  and  according  to  the  present  state  of 
things,  can  rule  if  so  determined. 

The  next  thing  to  contemplate  was  their 
qualifications,  and  how  will  they  be  disposed 
to  rule  ?  Of  their  lack  of  capacity  to  gov¬ 
ern  or  well-provide  for  themselves,  there  is 
too  much  evidence.  In  no  State  in  the  Un¬ 
ion  are  they  so  ill  prepared.  How  then  will 
they  govern  the  whites,  and  especially  those 
to  whom  they  were  in  bonijage  ?  The  most 
intelligent  and  candid  must  admit  such  to 
be  a  conilitioii  to  which  they  would  by  no 
means  be  willing  to  submit.  How  then  must 
it  be  contemplated  by  the  South  Carolinians, 
the  owners  of  the  soil,  and  tliose  who  have 
always  been  accustomed  to  rule  and  never  to 
be  rffied  ?  Evidently  their  position  will  be 
the  most  humiliating  aud  deplorable. 

Here  I  will  step  aside  and  let  one  of  the 
most  intelligent  and  candid  frpeak  from  the 
fullness  of  his  own  heart.  I  found  him  at 
work  in  his  garden,  and  among  his  fruit 
j  trees,  of  which  I  spoke,  as  I  thought,  very 
favorably.  “  Yes,”  said  he,  “but  in  a  year 


from  this  there  will  not  be  n  tio^  liere, 
the  blacks  will  destroy  them  all. 
soon  to  be  under  their  rule,  and  they’''’^^^ 
stroy  everything.  They  never  set  trees, 
or  take  care  of  them,  nor  do  they  seed 
or  lay  uji  and  make  any  provision  fdl’  ttie  fu¬ 
ture.  They  are  indolent,  and  are  rai|ji”g  no¬ 
thing  to  sell.  Our  taxes  are  ,becoi»ung  iu- 
supportable,  the  whole  coimtry  is  >>  debt, 
and  becoming  worse  and  worse,  without  any 
hope  for  the  better.  And  what  is  stili  worse, 
what  is  a  man’s  life  worth  ?  Even  now  mur¬ 
ders  are  committed  all  around  and  nobody 
is  punished  for  it.  And  what  must  it  be, 
when  we  have  negro  justices,  constables,  sher- 
ifi's,  jiu'ymen,  and  judges  ?  What  justice 
then  can  a  white  man  expect  ?  None  at  all. 
Our  property  will  be  taken,  and  we  impris¬ 
oned.  And  how  long  can  we  endure  all  this  ? 
There  is  -a  point  beyond  which  we  cannot 
suffer.  Then  comes  a  war  between  the  ra¬ 
ces,  and  every  man  will  fight  for  his  own 
color.  Bad  legislation  is  bringing  all  this 
upon  us.  Congress  is  mining  the  country. 
Supposing  wo  have  been  guilty  of  some 
wrongs,  is  that  a  good  reason  for  completely 
blasting  all  our  prospects  ?  Have  we  not  al¬ 
ready  suffered  enough  ?  Under  this  state  of 
things  what  improvements  can  we  make,  or 
how  hoi>e  to  enjoy  what  we  have  ?  I  will  get 
away  from  here  as  soon  as  I  can ;  under  such 
a  government  I  cannot  live.  The  two  races 
cannot  live  together  unless  one  is  under  sub¬ 
jection  to  the  other.  So  it  ever  has  been, 
and  ever  must  be.” 

And  so  he  went  on  quite  eloquently  for  a 
loug  time,  and  said  he  wished  he  could  speak 
loud  enough  for  every  man  iu  the  Union  to 
hear  him.  He  knew  there  could  not  be  an 
overthrow  of  the  present  state,  without  a 
great  deal  of  bloodshed,  aud  he  deeply  pitied 
the  poor  blacks,  who  in  the  event  must  be 
killed  off.  “But  why  do  not  the  people  of 
the  North  allow  the  blacks,  who  are  better 
qualified  and  so  few  in  comparison,  to  vote 
there,  rather  than  make  them  almost  the  only 
voters  here  ?  ” 

He  was  considerably  excited,  having  been 
reading,  in  the  New  York  Herald,  of  the 
coming  war  between  the  races,  aud  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  Cougre.ss  to  subvert  “  the  best  gov¬ 
ernment  in  the  world.”  He  treated  me  kind¬ 
ly,  and  I  listened  to  him  attentively,  feeling 
that  there  was  too  much  truth  iu  what  he 
said  to  be  treated  lightly.  At  least  ho  is 
honest  iu  his  convictions  and  fears,  wliitdi  I 
hope  and  pray  may  never  be  realized. 

But  looking  at  it  candidly,  is  it  possible 
that  something  as  bad,  or  even  worse,  may 
yet  be  inaugurated.  The  two  races  hero  are 
widely  separated,  not  only  by  color  aud 
standing,  but  they  are  separated  also  in 
Church  an.l  .State  ;  and  tho-agh  neither  party 
manifest  any  hostile  intentions  now,  yet 
when  the  colored  people  are  fully  empower¬ 
ed  to  make  and  execute  the  laws  of  the 
whole  State,  with  all  their  ignorance  and 
the  evil  passions  common  to  our  fallen  na¬ 
ture,  they  may  so  administer  jusfioe  or  in¬ 
justice,  whether  intenrionaliy  or  not,  as  to 
provoke  retaliation  oi^^lie  ||pi4F  of ,  the 
whites.  Suppo.se  there  is  an  outbreak  iu 
some  obscure  place,  it  may  be  like  the  let¬ 
ting  forth  of  many  waters.  Who  knows 
when,  how,  or  w’aere  t’ue  tide  of  strife  aud 
blood  will  be  stayed  ? 

Such  a  scene,  though  not  predicted,  is  yet 
[lossible,  aud  against  it  provision  should  be 
made.  The  true  coudition  of  things  here  is 
uot  fully  understood.  It  is  a  great  deal  worse 
than  I,  vs  hen  at  a  distance,  supposed.  There 
is  a  great  deal  more  to  be  douo  to  raise  up 
aud  qualify  this  degraded  generation  To  gov¬ 
ern  it.-elf,  than  this  nation  is  aware  of  or 
prepared  to  do.  And  for  this  uo  adequate 
measure's  have  yet  beea^Lvised. 

Unfortunately  our  p  "ical  papers  are  so 
partisan,  that  whoever  reads  only  one  kind 
cannot  know  the  whole  truth.  In  addition 
to  this,  every  strong  party  man  on  either  side 
is  satisfied  with  reading  ouly  those  of  the 
most  violent  character. 

It  is  certainly  high  time  that  every  Chris¬ 
tian,  and  every  philanthropist,  should  take 
a  more  candid  and  broader  view,  aud  wher¬ 
ever  he  is,  seek  to  calm  the  troubled  waters. 
There  are  some  honest  men  in  the  South, 
and  it  is  but  right  that  they  be  heard.

Iq  the  East  it  is  customary  to  speak  of 
cliurches  as  the  raothcra  of  Sumlay-schools, 
because  in  older  communities  the  churches 
are  first  in  order  of  time.  But  in  hundreds 
of  new  settlements  at  the  West,  Sunday, 
schools  have  been  the  gcilus  of  ohurclies. 
For  instance  :  .A  misiionarv  of  tl.e  Americaji 
Sunday-School  Union  in  Kentucky  reports, 
“  I  visited  a  new  and  betuufi’.i  church  and  a 
large  aud  fionrishiiig  Sun  day-school,  and 
learned  from  a  gentleman,  that  aliout  six 
years  ago  another  missionary  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Sunday-School  Union  (W.  S.  S.)  organ¬ 
ized  a  Sunday  school  there,  in  an  old  house, 
with  only  a  few  teachers,  and  at  first  but 
few  scholars.  This  school  wa.s  aided  by  some 
liberal  friends  at  the  East,  who  gave  them  a 
library.  I  saw  most  of  the  book.s,  and  al¬ 
though  they  have  been  read  over  aud  over 
again, Ahey  look  nice  and  clean,  and  are  now 
placed  in  the  new  church. 

“  When  the  school  was  first  organized  but 
little  hopes  were  entertained  that  it  would 
do  much  good.  The  teachers  knew  but  little. 
But  they  were  good  men  aud  applied  them¬ 
selves  to  the  study  of  the  Bible,  and  soon 
the  entire  community  took  a  deep  intere.st 
in  the  school,  and  three  years  ago  they  en¬ 
joyed  a  precious  revival  of  religion.  A 
church  of  eighty  members  was  formed,  and 
this  new  and  beautiful  house  of  worship  was 
erected. 

“  Now  this  could  not  have  been  done  there 
without  the  se’rvice  of  a  Sunday-school  mis¬ 
sionary,  without  books  sent  forward  by  kind 
friends,  accompanied  by  their  prayers,  and 
attended  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God.” 

Do  such* Sunday-schools  die  ?  Of  ^ven- 
ty  new  Sunday-schools  started  in  sixteen 
months  in  Northern  Michigan,  only  one  h.as 
failed.  In  four  of  them,  near  to  each  other, 
there  have  been  one  hundred  hopeful  con¬ 
versions.  One  boy  walked  forty  miles  to 
get  the  Sunday-school  missionary  to  go  and 
establish  a  Sunday -school  in  “  Dark  Hole.”

DR.  BARKER  ON  STI.HULANTS  AND 
POISONS. 

The  great  good  sense  of  providing  a  course 
of  lectures  on  physiology  for  the  students 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary  is  not  to  be 
questioned.  We  heartily  wish  such  a  course 
could  be  secured  iu  every  theological  school 
in  the  land. 

If  it  be  true,  as  Dr.  Parker  says,  that  the 
lives  of  some  ministers  are  shortened,  and 
the  energies  of  many  more  impaired,  by 
flagrant,  though  possibly  ignorant,  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  laws  of  health,  then  measures 
should  be  taken  to  correct  the  evil.  Clergy¬ 
men  are  too  scarce  to  be  killed  off  by  to¬ 
bacco.  The  siiiritnal  harvest  is  too  great 
for  harvesters  to  be  sent  out  of  the  field 
through  disregard  of  hygiene.  So  by  all 
means  let  the  good  example  of  Union  Semi¬ 
nary,  in  providing  a  series  of  practical  talks 
about  health  for  the  students,  be  followed 
by  all  our  schools  of  the  prophets.  We 
h.ave  too  many  dyspeiatics  in  the  ministry. 
Physical  robustness  is  a  rare  thing.  And  a 
thoroughly  sound  organism  is  a  mighty  help 
in  effective  preaching.  A  vigorous  pulpit 
needs  a  good  stomach.  While  beyond  a 
doubt  we  should  get  more  jop  from  our  re¬ 
ligion  if  we  iiaid  more  heed  to  hygienic 
laws. 

Recognizing,  therefore,  the  great  desir¬ 
ableness  of  what  has  been  inaugurated  at 
Union  Semiuary,  we  read  with  unusual  in¬ 
terest  the  report  of  “  What  Dr.  Parker  said,” 
as  given  in  your  issue  of  April  9.  No  one 
will  questiou  the  eminence  of  this  gentle¬ 
man  as  authority  in  the  premises.  His  fa¬ 
miliar  talk  “  ou  stimulauts,”  as  condensed 
in  The  Evangelist,  is  characterized  by 
great  good  sense.  But  even  a  distinguished 
M.  D.  may  be  caught  napping.  Certainly  he 
is  bound  to  be  consistent.  Aud  with  all  due 
deference  to  the  acknowledged  ability  of  the 
lecturer,  wc  think  he  made  a  slip  in  a  single 
statement  that  ought  not  to  go  unnoticed. 

He  is  reported  as  saying  “  tea  aud  coffee 
stimulate:  alcohol,  opium,  and  tobacco,  poi- 
son."  Very  wtdl.  A  little  farther  on  he  is 
reiiresented  as  saying,  “  Tliere  need  be  no 
quarrel  w  ith  pwrc  lager  beer  and  ptG'e  light 
wines,  used  in  moderation.”  Is  not  this 
very  much  the  same  as  saying,  “  There  need 
1)3  uo  quarrel  with  that  which  poisons,  used 
in  moderation  ”  ?  Why  is  it. that  meu  drink 
lager  beer  and  light  wines  ?  What  is  the 
property  in  these  beverages  that  puts  men 
iu  love  with  them  ?  Akohol.  This  is  the 
element  that  produces  stimulation,  that 
gives  a  pleasura1)le  excitement,  that  brings 
the  wine-bibber  back  to  his  glass.  I  have 
seen  young  meu  very  boozy  from  pure  beer, 
and  very  light-headed  from  light  wines. 
The  two  things  commonly  gotten  from  these 
two  beverages  .are  a  pleasantly  stimulated 
system  and  then  a  fuddle.  Begotten  fre¬ 
quently  of  these  is  a  thir.st  which  only  some¬ 
thing  more  decidedly  alcoholic  will  satisfy. 

Now  beer  and  wine  contain  almost  no  ap¬ 
preciable  nutritious  properties.  They  do 
contain  alcohol.  Aud  alcohol,  according  to 
Dr.  Parker,  pofsorts.  If  we  “need  not  quar¬ 
rel  with  pure  lager  beer  and  pure  light 
wines,  used  in  moderation,”  will  our  medi¬ 
cal  adviser  be  so  kind  as  to  tell  us  what  is 
the  moderate  use  ot  poison  as  a  beverage  ? 

Surely  that  was  a  fatal  admission  thrust 
right  in  the  midst  of  an  otherwise  unexcep¬ 
tionable  lecture  on  the  laws  of  health.  We 
must  quarrel  with  these  light  alcoholic  stimu¬ 
lants,  w  hether  freed  from  the  common  and 
abominable  adulterations  or  not.  We  mast 
put  ourselves  securely  beyond  all  reach  of 
the  sting  of  the  adder.  Alcohol,  however 
diluted  and  however  disguised,  iu  the  wine¬ 
glass,  the  ale  ciq-),  the  rum  bottle,  is  a  slow, 
subtle,  .deslrnctivc  poison.  We  are  sorry 
the  -sanction  of  so  great  a  name  and  in  such 
a  place  should  even  seem  to  be  given  to 
moderate  in.iulgcuce  in  that,  the  effects  of 
which  are  acknowledged  to  be  so  pernicious. 
We  trust  in  all  future  instruction  in  physi- 
wlogy  that  may  be  given  our  candidates  for 
the  ministry,  there  will  be  no  allowance  for, 
and  no  extenuating  plea  in  favor  of,  what 
has  proved  the  first  step  to  so  many  drunk¬ 
ard’s  graves.  X.

AMERICAN  EDUCATIONAL  MONASTE- 
RlE!i. 

Iu  the  latest  of  the  brilliant  papers  which 
Lave  been  recently  giving  more  than  usual 
pleasure  to  the  readers  of  The  Evangelist, 
a  writer  on  the  editorial  page  interests  us 
deeply  in  the  mistakes  of  the  French  system 
of  education.  I  would  be  glad  to  present  a 
kindred  fault  iu  Americau  iftllege  govern¬ 
ment,  under  cover  of  the  favor  which  that' 
article  receives. 

Most  unfortunately,  the  faults  which  are 
therein  mentioued  are  so  fully  prevalent  in 
American  colleges,  that  if  a  few  words  were 
changed,  the  first  jiart  of  the  article  might 
have  been  written  for  this  country.  But 
perhaps  all  the  mistakes  are  more  closely 
allied  in  their  origin  aud  cause  thau  the 
writer  has  said.  The  “  false  principle,”  for 
example,  alluded  to  in  the  following  quota¬ 
tion,  unque.stionably  sprung  from  “  the  se¬ 
vere  discipline  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,”  as  truly  as  did  the  mistaken 
scheme  of  studies  : 

But  there  is  a  fault  iu  French  cducatiou 
deeper  than  that  of  method,  or  of  studies. 
The  whole  system  is  built  upon  a  false  prin¬ 
ciple,  and  animated  by  a  false  spirit.  It  is 
the  .spirit  of  rivalship  and  emulation— which 
seems  to  be  part  of  a  Frenchman’s  nature, 
which  is  in  his  blood— which  is  used  to  ani- 
m.ate  the  pupil  iu  school  as  much  as  the  sol¬ 
dier  iu  war.  French  children  are  brought 
up  on  “glory.”  Tiie  boy  is  hardly  ouf of 
the  arms  of  bis  mother,  or  of  the  sports  of 
childhood,  when  this  spirit  takes  pos-sossion 
of  his  young  breast.  He  is  fired,  not  so 
much  with  the  love  of  knowledge,  as  with 
the  desire  to  excel  his  fellow  pupils.  To 
outstrip  his  youthful  companions,  is  his 
highest  ambition.  This  spirit  is  cherished 
all  through  his  academic  career.  From  step 
to  step  new  contests  open  before  him,  and 
new  prizes  to  be  won  keep  up  his  ardor  and 
perseverance. 

That  false  principle  and  false  spirit  came

In  the  CO  use  of  the  meeting  remarks  were 
made  by  Messrs.  Burchaid,  Mudge,  Swazy, 
Pompilly,  Lawrence,  and  others,  mostly  on 
the  subject  of  the  duties  of  elders  iu  visit¬ 
ing  the  members  of  the  chiuch  and  congre¬ 
gation.

King  of  New  York,  as  endorsing  Sunday- 
schools  ;  and  having  received  from  that 
eminent  moralist  Thomas  Jefferson  a  simi¬ 
lar  endorsement— Sunday-schools  must  have 
a  firmer  hold  on  life.” 

A  Sew  Planet. — The  ninety -eighth  asteroid 
was  discovered  at  the  Litchfield  Observato¬ 
ry  of  Hamilton  College,  on  Saturday  night, 
18th,  in  11  hours,  17  minutes,  51  seconds  of 
right  ascension,  1  degree,  38  minutes,  13  sec¬ 
onds,  of  southern  declination.  It  has  the 
brightness  of  a  star  of  the  twelfth  magni¬ 
tude,  with  a  .3I0W  retrograde  motion,  about 
22  seconds  of  time  per  day,  in  right  ascen¬ 
sion,  and  a  motion  of  six  minutes  toward  the 
south. 

A  Notable  Exchange. — The  last  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Pacific  says  :  We  are  credibly  infor  m- 
ed  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
an  exchange  of  pulpits,  between  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Scudder  of  this  city,  and  the  Rev.  Eli 
Corwin  of  Honolulu,  for  several  months 
during  the  coming  Summer.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  is  to  go  into  effect  about  the  first  of 
June. 

Poisoned  by  Tobacco  Oil. — Dr.  W.  S.  Ty- 
roll  writes  to  the  Jaekfon  (Ohio)  Standard, 
that  he  was  rece  ntly  called  to  visit  a  child 
which  was  in  convulsions.  He  tried  various 
anti  spasmodics  in  vain,  and  the  child^died 
in  twtnt  7-four  hours.  Its  death  was  caused 
by  oil  of  tobacco  taken  from  the  bowl  of  a 
pipe,  and  appliel  to  a  wound  ou%he  lip,  re- 
osived  a  few  doy  j  previously  in  a  fall  upon 
the  Btoye. 


REVIVALS.  I 

Sunday  last,  May  3J,  was  a  high  day  to 
the  Congregational  church  in  Homer,  N.  Y. 
During  the  past  Winter  a  revival  of  great 
power°and  thoroughness  has  blessed  all  the 
churches  in  Homer,  beginning  in  the  Con¬ 
gregational  church  under  the  pastoral  care 
of  Rev.  Dr.  Holbrook.  At  a  previous  com¬ 
munion  28  were  received  to  the  church— and 
to-day  115  were  received,  lOf  upon  profes¬ 
sion  of  their  faith  and  fourteen  by  letter. 
More  than  half  of  the  number  were  baptiz¬ 
ed— a  fact  rarely  witnessed  in  a  church  pnve- 
tising  infant  baptism.  Among  those  receiv¬ 
ing  baptism  were  men  of  over  seventy  years 
of  age,  and  the  youth  of  ten  years— some 
closing  and  some  beginning  life  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  confessiom  of  Christ-three  generations 
together  starting  for  the  better  country. 

The  counsel  delivered  to  the  candidates 
by  the  pastor,  embraced  two  thoughts 
which  might  be  urged  by  every  pastor 
with  very  great  profit  :  1.  The  necessity  and 
importance  of  a  good  reli^ons  newspaper 
in  every  family  as  a  condition  of  Christian 
intelligence  and  usefulness ;  2.  The  necessi¬ 
ty  of  giving  liberally  to  benevolent  objects 
as  an  evidence  of  true  piety.  Thsse  topics 
wore  urged  with  an  earnestness  befitting 
their  great  importance,  and  that  Christian 
must  be  stupid  indeed  who  could  hear  such 
appeals  without  heeding  them.  P.

Not  Quite  so  Fine. — It  is  said  that  the  con¬ 
templated  departure  of  another  detachment 
of  Zouaves  from  Montreal  for  Rome,  has 
been  indefinitely  postponed,  and  probably 
abandoned.  It  is  rumored  that  letters,  not 
intended  for  the  press,  give  expressions  of 
dissatisfaction  which  do  not  encourage  the 
leaders  in  the  movement  to  further  effort. 
The  Montfeal  Witness  is  of  opinion  that 
better  use  can  be  found  for  young  men  in 
Canada,  than  making  ill-fed  and  poorly-paid 
soldiers  of  them  for  a  distant  land,  in  the 
affairs  of  which  it  is  very  doubtful  that  they 
have  a  right  to  interfere.  It  adds  :  “  A 
Zouave  writing  from  Rome  says  that  if  the 
Roman  question  were  settled,  the  Canadians 
would  not  complete  th^r  two  years’  engage¬ 
ment,  but  would  come  back  immediately. 
They  get  about  twelve  cents  for  five  days, 
and  manage  to  increase  that  to  about  fifteen 
pence  per  week  by  selling  half  their  allow¬ 
ance  of  bread  ;  but  out  of  that  they  have  to 
purchase  polishing  materials,  whiting,  black¬ 
ing,  etc.  He  concludes  very  philosophically, 
‘  You  may  presume  that  with  such  income  1 
am  no  millionaire,  yet  I  am  happy  and 
contented.  ’  Another  Zouave,  writing  to  V 
Ordre,  says  that  it  is  very  dangerous  to  go 
out  in  the  streets  of  Rome  in  the  evening 
unless  accompanied  by  a  tried  friend,” 
Happy  city  that ! 

The  Clianning  Conference  of  Unitarians, 
comprising  the  States  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Connecticut,  and  Dukes  and  Bristol  counties 
in  Massachusetts,  held  its  annual  meeting  at 
Fairhaven  on  Friday.  Governor  Burnside 
was  reelected  president,  and  Seth  Padelford 
of  Providence  secretary.  The  assurance 
was  given  in  the  meeting  that  $100,000 
would.-be  exiiended  this  year  in  missionary 
efforts  by  the  Ameriean  Unitarian  Associa¬ 
tion. 


The  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  (O.S.)  held  their  customary  anniversa¬ 
ry  service  in  Dr.  John  Hall’s  church,  on 
Sunday  evening  last.  Dr.  Irving,  secretary 
of  the  Board,  previous  to  a  sermon  by  the 
paStor,  read  an  abstract  of  the  annual  rejicrt 
to  the  crowded  audience.  It  sets  forth  that 
the  Society  is  prosecuting  its  work  among 
the  Jews  and  the  Indian  tribes  at  home  and 
among  nine  foreign  nations  ;  that  the  Board 
has  seventy-nine  foreign  missionaries,  four 
missionary  physicians,  twenty-one  ordained 
native  aud  licentiate  preachers  ;  seventeen 
assistant  missionaries,  from  this  country, 
beside  the  wives  of  ufissionaries  ;  native 
helpers,  184— or  iu  all  a  force  of  370.  There 
are  forty-four  organized  churches,  with  a 
membership  of  over  1,600  ;  to  these,  as  far 
as  reported,  have  been  added  the  past  year 
nearly  300  communicants.  The  missions  of 
the  Board  have  been  reenforced  during  the 
year  by  eleven  ordained  ministers,  one  li¬ 
centiate,  one  physician,  and  eleven  assistant 
missionaries  ;  of  these  eighteen  were  new 
laborers.  Two  ministers  have  been  remov¬ 
ed  by  death— the  Rev,  A.  G.  Simonton  of 
Brazil,  and  the  Rev.  Ishuree  Dass  of  India  ; 
the  one  a  foreign  missionary,  the  other  a 
native  minister,  but  both  well  qualified. 
Mrs.  Noyes  of  Canton  was  also  called  to  her 
rest  soon  after  reaching  her  station.  In  the 
schools  of  various  grades  are  6,750  children, 
all  more  or  less  brought  under  Gospel  in¬ 
fluences.  What  is  encouraging  in  this  de¬ 
partment  is  the  large  number  of  females  at¬ 
tending  schools  in  India,  one  of  the  eviden¬ 
ces  of  change  for  the  better  in  that  land. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  have  been  $285,- 
308.  The  expenditures,  with  the  debt  of 
last  year  of  $35,472,  have  been  0312,828, 
leaving  a  balance  against  the  treasury  of 
$27,356.  The  gifts  of  the  children  of  the 
Church  for  this  cause  were  unexampled, 
amounting  to  $45,340.  The  sum  of  050,700 
has  been  expended  for  exchange. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hall  preached  the  annual 
sermon  from  Isaiah  xiv.  13.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  he  earnestly  urged  his  hearers  to  come 
forward  with  renewed  ardor  and  liberality 
to  sustain  the  work. 

The  New  York  Bible  Society. — This  effi¬ 
cient  auxiliary  of  the  American  Bible  Society 
held  its  anniversary  meeting  in  St.  Paul’s 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  on  Sunday  eve¬ 
ning  last.  After  preliminary  devotional  ser¬ 
vices,  the  annual  report  was  read  by  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  Alfred  Edwards.  It  opened 
with  a  brief  allusion  to  the  most  striking 
features  of  the  work  of  the  parent  Society  in 
distant  parts.  It  dwelt  with  pleasure  upon 
the  increased  civil  and  religious  liberty  re¬ 
cently  granted  by  the  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph.  While  in  1853,  58,000  copies  of 
the  Bible  were  carried,  under  a  milit*»y 
guard,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Austrian  do¬ 
minions,  to-day  the  Word  may  be  distrib¬ 
uted  throughout  that  Empire.  A  new  and 
most  interesting  field  has  been  opened  up 
for  the  Society’s  work  in  Siberia,  under  the 
sanction  of  the  Russian  Governn'^p^t.  One 
of  the  most  successful  efforts  at  Bible  distri¬ 
bution,  was  that  undertaken  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Soflpety  at  the  Paris  Exposition. 

In  New  Y"ork  fourteen  wards  have  been 
traversed  by  the  agents  of  the  Society,  aud 
Bibles  in  ten  foreign  languages  have  been 
given  away.  In  doing  this,  63,282. families 
were  visited  dining  the  year,  17  per  cent,  of 
whom  were  without  the  Bible.  Tliese  per¬ 
sons  were  supplied  in  the  aggregate  w  ith  17,- 
350  volumes  of  the  Bible,  while  35,287  vol¬ 
umes  have  been  distributed  among  the  ship¬ 
ping  in  our  harbor,  and  a  large  number  to 
emigrants  at  Castle  Garden.  The  military 
posts  here  aud  elswbere  were  also  supplied. 
The  Society  has  distributed  altogether  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  86,943  copies  of  the  Bible.  Its 
receipts  have  been  $32,000,  and  its  expendi¬ 
tures  031,500.  Several  addresses  followed 
the  reading  of  the  report. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  of 
Chicago. — On  Saturday,  the  26th,  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association'  of  Chicago  cel¬ 
ebrated  their  tenth  anniversary  by  holding 
union  meetings  in  each  of  the  three  divisions 
of  the  city.  They  were  all  well  attended, 
and  the  President,  D.  L.  Moody,  stated  at 
the  W^est-side  meeting  that  soon  the  new 
Hall  would  commence  to  rise  from  the  ashes, 
and  by  Winter  he  expected  to  see  it  com¬ 
pleted.  Although  the  Association  suffered 
a  terrible  blow  in  its  destruction,  yet  in  some 
respects  the  past  year  has  been  the  most 
prosperous  one  in  the  history  of  the  organi¬ 
zation.  About  8000  families  were  visited 
monthly,  to  whom  were  disti’ibuted  Bibles 
and  tracts,  while  at  the  same  time  they  were 
famished  with  needful  medical  attendance,* 
and  food  and  clothing.  Three  thousand 
four  hundred  aud  eleven  situations  have 
been  obtained  for  persons  of  both  sexes,  and 
tventy  different  nationalities. 

The  Association  library  was  burned,  but 
already  011,000  are  available  toward  a  new 
one,  and  when  the  contemplated  building  is 
completed  a  new  reading  room  will  be  open¬ 
ed  and  a  course  of  free  lectures  instituted. 

A  Notable  Anniversary.— The  Hawaiian 
Evangelical  Board  have  issued  a  call  for  a 
convention  of  all  the  missions  in  the  Pacific, 
to  be  held  in  Honolulu  in  the  month  of 
June,  1870.  The  occasion  will  be  the  semi¬ 
centennial  anniversary  of  the  establishment 
of  missions  on  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  The 
call  recommends  the  sending  of  delegates, 
lay  and  clerical,  foreign  and  native,  from  all 
the  mission  fields  occupied  in  the  Pacific, 
and  the  employment  of  the  missionary  pack¬ 
ets  as  a  means  of  jiassage. 

King  Rifle  flourishes  mightily  throughout 
Europe,  notwithstanding  the  people  are  con¬ 
tinually  assured  that  “  the  empire  is  peace.” 
The  new  Chassepot  rifle  has  cost  the  French 
020,000,000  thus  far.  Russia,  for  the  Rem¬ 
ington  rifle,  has  paid  $22,000,000,  and  Aus¬ 
tria  $16,000,000.  Great  Britain  has  paid 
$13,000,000  tor  the  new  Snider  rifle.  Its 
first  cost  is  less  than  that  of  the  Chassepot, 
but  it  is  ultimately  dearer,  owing  to  the  ex¬ 
cuse  of  its  cartridges.  The  King  of  Italy 
and  his  neighbor,  the  Pope,  have  also  made 
large  investments  in  rifles  of  late.

Prof.  Lewis  has 
prepared  the  Special  Introduction  and  the 
commentary  on  chapters  i.-xi.,  and  xxxvii. 
-1.  Dr.  Gosman  has  translated  the  General 
Introduction  and  the  commentary  on  chap¬ 
ters  xii.-xxxvi.  The  additions  swell  the 
English  work  to  the  extent  of  one-fourth  be¬ 
yond  the  original  German.  The  additions 
made  by  Prof.  Lewis  are  sommarily  noted 
in  the  preface,  and  are  quite  large  and  nu¬ 
merous. 

From  the  examination  we  have  been  able 
to  give  of  this  volume,  we  regard  it  as  sec¬ 
ond  in  value  to  none  of  the  series  already 
published.  The  General  Introduction  is 
really  a  treatise  in  itself,  sufficient  to  make 
a  good  sized  8vo  volume.  The  questions 
discussed  are  such  as  at  the  present  time  are 
commanding  largely  the  attention  of  Biblical 
scholars.  The  Commentary  itself  is  well 
nigh  exbaustive,  the  readei*having  the  bene¬ 
fit  generally  of  full  information  of  the  views 
of  the  most  distinguished  preceding  com¬ 
mentators.  The  Homiletical  portions,  if  of 
less  value  for  many  than  those  strictly  exe- 
getical,  are  enriched  by  quotations  from  the 
leading  divines  and  scholars  of  the  past,  and 
add  not  a  little  to  the  completeness  of  the 
work  in  all  respects. 

A  Tkeatise  on  Meteorology  :  With  a  Col¬ 
lection  of  Meteorological  Tables.  By  Elias 
Loomis,  LL.D.,  Professor  of  Natural  Phi¬ 
losophy  and  Astronomy  in  Yale  College,  &c. 
Harper  &  Brothers. 

This  is  the  first  text-book  on  meteorology, 
of  any  importance,  that  has  come  under  our 
notice.  Prof.  Loomis  has  here  gathered  to¬ 
gether,  and  arranged  in  an  easily  intelligible 
shape,  a  vast  mass  of  information  at  once  in¬ 
teresting  and  profitable.  With  such  a  text¬ 
book,  the  study  of  Meteorology  can  scarely 
be  other  than  fascinating.  The  book  is  well 
printed  and  enriched  with  illustrative  cuts. 
In  the  present  state  of  the  science  of  which 
it  treats,  it  is  all  that  the  needs  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  can  demand. 

Delaware  the  Garden  State  of  the  Un¬ 
ion.  This  pamphlet,  issued  by  H.  T.  Wil¬ 
liams,  of  the  office  of  The  Independent,  con¬ 
ducts  us  to  an  agricultural  survey  of  the  ear¬ 
liest  settled  portion  of  the  old  Middle  States, 
Delaware  and  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Mary¬ 
land.  The  pamphlet  contains  much  infor¬ 
mation  that  will  be  interesting  and  valuable 
to  farmers.  Mr.  Williams  has  embodied  in 
it  articles .  on  different  topics  from  various 
sources. 

Tfie  Living  Age,  for  April  25th,  has  among 
other  articles  and  serials,  one  on  De  Foe’s 
Novels  from  the  ComhiU  Magazine,  and  one 
on  Westminster  Abbey  from  Fraser’s,  which 
will  well  repay  j)€ru8al.  We  observe  from 
the  Notes  and  Queries  also  a  couple  of  para¬ 
graphs  on  Tom  Paine’s  Bones.  It  is  stated 
that  they  were  earned  off  by  Cobbett  to 
England,  and  left  in  the  hands  of  a  commit¬ 
tee  who  intended  to  honor  fhem  with  a  fune¬ 
ral  at  a  fatnre  day.  This  does  not  agree 
with  a  statement  once  made  to  us,  on  what 
we  regarded  at  the  time  as  good  authority, 
viz:  that  the  bones  were  left  by  Cobbett  at 
the  Custom-house  in  England,  as  a  duty  was 
demanded  on  them,  and  as  they  kindled  but 
little  enthusiasm,  he  never  felt  disposed  to 
pay  the  duty,  and  the  bones  weie  finally 
thrown  into  the  sea.  The  facts  of  the  case 
must  be  known  to  some  persons  now  living, 
and  if  any  of  the  “committee”  spoken  ot 
atill  rnrvive,  they  ought  to  be  able  to  report 
irhat  bait  Ititcoffie  pf  Uobhptt’a  charge, 


m  AUEBICAN  BESFONSE  to  SCOTTISH  SYM¬ 
PATHY  WITH  THE  FBEEDHEN. 

At  a  large  Union  meeting,  held  Sabbath 
evening,  April  12th,  1868,  in  the  First  Pres¬ 
byterian  church,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  after  in¬ 
troductory  services,  conducted  by  the  pas¬ 
tor,  Rev.  W.  H.  Goodrich,  D.D.,  and  an 
opening  address  by  Rev.  M.  E.  Strieby, 
Secretary  of  the  American  Missionary  Asso¬ 
ciation,  Rev.  J.  A.  Thome  made  an  extend¬ 
ed  report  of  his  labors  in  England  and  Scot¬ 
land  in  behalf  of  the  Freedmen. 

After  referring  to  the  kindness  of  his  peo¬ 
ple  in  granting  him  leave  of  absence,  and 
to  a  preliminary  trip  to  the  South,  the  home 
of  his  youth,  and  to  the  marked  change 
which  the  schools  and  missions  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  is  producing,  he  proceeded  to  give  a 
brief  account  of  his  operations  in  England, 
and  a  more  extended  report  of  his  labors  in 
Scotland,  in  which  he  was  assisted  by  Rev. 
Sella  Martin,  the  able  representative  of  the 
American  Missionary  Association  in  Great 
Britain.  He  gave  an  interesting  report  of 
the  welcome  he  received  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Synod  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  Scotland,  and  from  the  General 
Assemblies  of  the  Established  and  Free 
Churches,  at  their  annual  meetings  in  May. 
The  hearty  commendation  of  these  ecclesias¬ 
tical  bodies  opened  Scotland  to  his  mission. 

Meetings  were  subsequently  held  (after 
the  vacation  period),  in  the  principal  cities 
and  towns  in  Paisley,  in  Edinburgh,  Dundee , 
Montrose,  Peith,  Helensburgh,  Greenock, 
Glasgow,  PortglasBOw,  &c.  These  meetings 
exhibited  the  lively  interest  which  is  felt 
throughout  Scotland  in  the  Christian  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  Freedmen.  In  Edinburgh, 
Dundee,  and  Glasgow,  meetings  of  special 
mark  were  held,  and  from  them  were  issued 
addresses  to  the  friends  of  the  Freedmen  in 
America,  fraught  with  expressions  of  earnest 
sympathy  and  assurances  of  fraternal  fellow¬ 
ship  and  support  in  the  great  work  commit¬ 
ted  to  them.  Honorable  reference  was  made 
to  the  distinguished  gentlemen  who  presid¬ 
ed  at  those  public  meetings,  and  to  the  many 
others  who  were  on  the  platform  as  speak¬ 
ers  ;  and  special  allusion  was  made  to  the 
very  eloquent  address  of  Dr.  Guthrie  at 
Dundee,  and  the  exceedingly  able  speech  of 
his  Grace,  the  Duke  of  Argyll,  at  the  great 
meeting  in  Glasgow,  over  which  he  presided. 

Grateful  mention  was  also  made  of  certain 
liberal  donors,  whose  large  subscriptions  and 
intelligent  interest  in  the  cause,  were  emi¬ 
nently  encouraging. 

As  to  the  pecuniary  success  of  the  Mission, 
it  was  stated  that  about  $1500  hud  been 
realized,  and  that  in  some  jdaces  the  collec¬ 
tions  h^  not  been  completed.  The  hope 
was  expressed  that  should  the  next  year  be 
more  prosperous  than  the  past  has  been,  the 
contributions  will  be  larger.  Leading  men 
advised  that  the  Association  send  a  deputa¬ 
tion  the  coming  year  to  keep  the  cause  be¬ 
fore  the  churches  and  people  of  Scotland- 
The  report  concluded  substantially  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  The  Christians  of  Scotland  appreciate 
the  Evangelical  character  of  the  labors  of 
the  American  Missionary  Association,  and 
the  undenominational  basis  and  Catholic 
principles  on  which  its  operations  are  con¬ 
ducted.  I 

There  is  encouragement  in  the  attitude  of 
our  brethren  in  Britain  for  all  in  this  coun¬ 
try  who  are  extending  the  blessings  of 
Christianity  ;  encouragement  in  their  sym¬ 
pathies,  thejr  prayers,  their  ready  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  means  necessa^  to  carry  on 
this  great  work.  The  meetings  they  have 
held,  and  the  addresses  they  have  put  forth, 
will  cheer  the  hearts  of  the  friends  of  the 
Freedmen  throughout  the  North,  and 
strengthen  the  hands  of  the  teachers  and 
missionaries  throughout  the  South. 

The  two  Christian  peoples  of  Great  Britain 
and  America  are  being  bound  more  closely 
together  by  the  joint  work  ;  and  the  South, 
which  has  in  the  past  been  the  main  source 
of  division  and  alienation,  is  now  the  ground 
on  which  peace  and  union  are  being  culti¬ 
vated. 

For  the  furtherance  of  these  vital  interests, 
missions  to  England  and  Scotland  in  behalf 
of  the  Freedmen  are  highly  beneficial. 
Equally  important  are  the  visits  of  intelli¬ 
gent  gentlemen  to  our  Shores  now,  when 
they  can  freely  go  through  the  South  and 
observe  the  progress  of  the  educational 
work  there. 

The  speaker  was  happy  to  announce  the 
presence  on  the  platform  of  a  Scotchman,  a 
Christian  gentleman,  who  has  spent  several 
months  on  a  tour  of  observation  through 
the  South  ;  has  seen  the  liberated  negroes 
and  their  former  masters ;  has  visited  their 
schools,  and  has  gathered  from  that  inter¬ 
esting  field  ample  material  which  he  designs 
to  use  on  his  return  to  Scotland  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  Freedmen. 

The  gentleman  thus  introduced,  Mr.  David 
Macrae  of  Glasgow,  addressed  the  meeting, 
and  was  heard  with  great  pleasuie.  Hon. 
John  A.  Foote,  brother  of  the  late  Admiral 
Foote  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  was  then  called  to 
the  chair,  and  Rev.  Dr.  ifoodrich  moved  an 
address  in  response  to  the  addresses  from 
Scotland,  and  in  grateful  recognition  of  the 
friendly  aid  contributed  there  during  the 
past  year,  for  the  continued  promotion  of 
our  Christian  labors  at  the  South. 

We,  citizens  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  United 
States,  members  of  different  congregations, 
assembled  in  the  First  Presbyterian  church, 
having  been  addressed  by  Rev.  M.  E.  Strie¬ 
by,  Secretary  of  the  American  Missionary 
Association,  and  having  heard  from  our 
Christian  brother  and  fellow- citizen.  Rev.  J.' 
A.  Thome,  a  report  of  his  labors  in  behalf 
of  the  Freedmen,  in  England  and  Scotland, 
do  hereby  testify  our  gratification  in  view  of 
the  success  which  by  the  divine  blessing,  has 
crowned  his  mission,  and  welcoine  him 
back  to  his  sphere  of  ministerial  duties.  We 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  substantial  aid 
which  has  been  given  by  our  British  breth¬ 
ren,  and  accept  the  assurances  that  reach  us 
from  the  same  source  that  similar  aid  shall 
cdntiuue  to  be  furnished  so  long  as  it  may 
be  needed.  While  we  fully  admit  that  the 
responsibility  of  educating  and  Christianiz¬ 
ing  the  liberated  negroes  of  the  South  rests 
chiefly  with  the  people  of  America,  we  rec¬ 
ognize  also  the  rightful  share  which  belong:! 
to  our  brethren  in  England  and  Scotland  to 
participate  in  these  labors  of  love,  and  we 
hail  with  pleasure  the  hearty  avowals  of  this 
obligation  and  of  the  determination  to  take 
part  in  this  work. 

We  do  most  cordially  respond  to  the  fra¬ 
ternal  addresses  which  have  emanated  from 
great  public  meetings  in  Edinburgh,  Dun¬ 
dee,  and  Glasgow,  and  which,  representing 
the  heart  and  mind  of  Scotland,  and  breath-, 
ing  a  spirit  of  Christian  charity,  convey  to 
the  friends  of  the  freedmen  in  America  the 
fullest  expressions  of  sympathy  and  moral 
support,  as  well  as  pecuniary  aid,  in  their 
great  undertakings.  We  are  cheered  by 
these  stirring  ^dresses,  and  thank  our 
brethren  for  their  earnest  utterances,  and 
prayerful  interest  in  our  work.  It  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  encouraging  to  those  who  bear  the 
pressure  of  so  vast  an  enterprise,  from  whom 
must  proceed  the  laborers,  and  the  means 
of  maintaining  them  in  their  arduous  posts 
at  the  South,  to  receive  the  sincere  and  fer¬ 
vent  God  speed  of  the  long-tried  fiiends  of 
the  negro  in  Scotland,  from  whom  in  the 
days  of  slavery  came  appeals  and  remon- 
Btrances  urging  the  uty  .rt  e  msnoipation. 


The  public  meetings  whence  these  Ad¬ 
dresses  issued,  and  other  meetings  held 
throughout  Scotland,  and  especially  those 
of  the  General  Assemblies  of  the  Established 
and  Free  Churches,  and  the  General  sjmod 
of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  have 
strengthened  the  hands  and  animated  the 
hearts  of  the  friends  of  the  freedmen  in' 
America.  The  liberal  contributions  which 
have  flowed  and  are  still  flowing  into  the 
treasury  of  the  American  Missionary  Associ¬ 
ation  from  Scotland,  greatly  enhance  the 
ability  of  the  society  to  meet  the  increasing 
deniands  of  the  field.  We  assure  our  friends 
across  the  ocean  that,  stimulated  by  their  j 
generous  support,  we  of  the  North  will  re-, 
double  our  exertions  in  the  task  God  has ! 
committed  to  us,  of  educating  and  evange¬ 
lizing  the  4,000,000  of  our  freedmen. 

We  hope  and  pray  that  the  union  of  Brit¬ 
ish  and  American  Christians  in  these  humane 
labors  for  the  elevation  of  an  injured  race  > 
may  mature  into  an  alliance  which  the  two  j 
Christian  nations  shall  ever  maintain  for  the  i 
propagation  of  Gospel  light  throughout  the  | 
world.  As  Americans  we  are  happy  to  no- j 
tice  the  recent  proofs  of  sympathy  with  us  ; 
throughout  Great  Britain  in  the  mission  j 
providentially  assigned  us,  as  the  sequel  of . 
our  late  bloody  contest,  of  securing  liberty  i 
to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  and  of ; 
raising  the  lowest  of  the  people  to  an  equali¬ 
ty  with  the  highest  in  respect  of  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  human  rights. 

The  Trial. — Manager  Williams  finished 
his  remarks  on  Tuesday,  29th,  in  time  for 
Mr.  Evarts  to  make  a  fair  commencement  j 
in  his  brilliant  plea  for  the  President,  which 
continued  for  three  days  thereafter,  occupy¬ 
ing  three  hours  on  Friday,  and  fourteen  all 
told.  In  the  course  of  it  he  maintained  that 
the  term  “high  crime  and  misdemeanor” 
means  an  indictable  offence  only.  He  then 
proceeded  to  consider  three  propositions, 
viz :  Ist.  That  the  alleged  infractions  of 
these  penal  laws  ai'e  not  impeachable  offen¬ 
ces,  under  any  color  or  evidence.  2d.  That 
the  subjects  at  issue  are  political,  not  judi¬ 
cial,  and  are  not  proper  to  be  consideVed  in 
this  Court,  or  any  other  court,  but  at  the 
great  forum  before  the  people  on  the  hust¬ 
ings.  3d.  That  the  precise  weight  of  the  facts 
shows  that  none  of  the  alleged  infractions 
have  been  proved  to  be  facts.  These  points 
were  elaborated  with  much  force,  the  speak¬ 
er  taking  the  ground  that  the  President  had 
the  right  to  put  himself  in  a  position  where 
the  validity  of  the  law  could  be  constitution¬ 
ally  determined. 

Mr.  Evarts  put  his  great  acquirements 
into  his  speech,  but  not  his  heart.  No¬ 
thing  of  this  kind  can  honestly  be  said  of 
Mr.  Stanbery’s  argument.  Only  Mr.  Ste¬ 
vens’  speech — and  that  applies  almost  exclu¬ 
sively  to  the  eleventh  article — can  claim  to 
equal  it  in  terseness  and  power  of  analysis. 
Mr.  Stanbery’s  intense  tcchnicajity  of  mind 
helps  him  wonderfully  in  his  careful  dissec¬ 
tion  of  the  articles  of  impeachment,  while 
he  is  so  much  in  earnest  in  his  defense  of 
measures  of  which  he  has  been  a  leading  ad¬ 
viser,  that  he  throws  unusual  energy  and  pow¬ 
er  of  appeal  mto  his  argument.  Mr.  Stan- 
bery  concluded  his  argument  on  Saturday. 
The  theory  of  his  defence  lies  in  a  clearer 
and  more  logical  statement  of  the  alleged 
right  of  the  President  to  construe  the  law 
for  himself.  To  err  in  the  exercise  of  the 
law  is  only  a  mistake  of  judgment,  for  which 
an  executive  officer  is  not  responsilrle.  Again 
if  in  the  construing  of  a  law  he  also  believ¬ 
ed  it  to  be  unconstitutional,  he  had  a  right 
to  remove  Mr.  Stanton  even  if  he  kmr»  the 
intention  of  the  law  to  be  to  retain  him. 
This  is  the  strongest  point  and  it  tends  to 
make  the  President  an  autocrat.  Mr.  Bing¬ 
ham  who  occupies  the  leading  position 
among  the  managers,  commenced  the  final 
argument  in  the  case  on  Monday. 

Whether  the  President  will  be  convict¬ 
ed  or  acquitted  is  just  now  the  great  theme 
in  Washington.  A  correspondent  says  that 
Senator  Fessenden  has  prepared  an  opinion 
which  covers  the  first  three  articles,  aud 
takes  the  ground  that  the  President  has  the 
power  of  removal,  aud  that  Mr.  Stanton  is 
not  included  in  the  Tenure  of  Office  act. 
Senator  Grimes,  too,  according  to  similar 
authority  expresses  his  opinion  veiw  freely 
that  the  President  will  be  acquitted,  while 
he  at  tlM  same  time  assails  the  impeachment 
movem^t  as  a  piece  of  folly  of  the  House. 
The  Sun's  correspondent  says  that  “  there 
are  good  reasons  for  believing  that  only  Sen¬ 
ators  Fessenden,  Grimes,  aud  Fowler  are 
immovable,  aud  that  only  Senators  Van 
Winkle  and  Henderson  are  in  doubt.  This 
still  renders  conviction  certain,  and  those 
who  have  the  best  means  of  knowing  still 
have  unbounded  confidence  in  the  conclusion 
of  the  trial  this  week  by  the  deposition  of 
Mr.  Johnson.”  Others  increase  the  li.st  of 
doubtfuls  by  adding  Mr.  Anthony  of  Rhode 
Island,  Mr.  Edmunds  of  Vermont,  Mr.  Ross 
of  Kansas,  Mr.  Sherman  of  Ohio,  and  Mr. 
Willey  of  West  Virginia.  But  the  fact  that 
no  estimates  of  the  final  vote  are  alike,  shows 
that  the  members  of  the  Senate  have  kept 
their  own  counsel.  On  a  strict  party  divi¬ 
sion  the  Senate  stands,  with  a  full  vote,  forty- 
three  republicans  to  eleven  democrats,  re¬ 
quiring  thirty-six  to  convict.  Of  course  one 
vote  for  acquittal  is  equal  to  two  on  the 
other  side,  aud  hence  the  anxiety.  Mr.  Wade 
will  refrain  from  voting  ;  and  if  seven  repub¬ 
licans  and  all  the  democrats  vote  for  acquit¬ 
tal,  the  President  goes  free.  If,  however, 
four  of  the  doubtful  Republicans  should 
vote  with  the  body  of  their  colleagues  for 
conviction,  that  would  suffice  to  condemn 
the  accused.  Or  if,  at  the  final  vote,  three 
of  them  should  be  absent  from  the  Senate 
chamber  in  addition  to  Mr.  Wade,  reducing 
the  two-thirds  to  only  thirty-four,  and  two 
should  then  vote  for  conviction,  then  the  ne¬ 
cessary  majority  would  be  obtained,  and  Mr. 
Johnson  would  be  ejected  from  his  office. 

The  Congressional  Plan  of  Reconstruc¬ 
tion  has  been  ratified  in  Arkansas,  North 
Carolina,  South  CaroUna,  Georgia,  and  Lou¬ 
isiana.  In  Alabama,  the  Constitution  re¬ 
ceived  nearly  all  the  votes  cast,,  but  as  the 
law  required  that  a  majority  of  all  who  had 
registered  should  vote  on  the  question,  it 
barely  failed.  By  an  act  of  Congress  now 
pending,  which  will  soon  be  passed,  it  will 
be  resubmitted  to  the  people,  when  its  rati¬ 
fication  will  be  probable.  The  test  is  yet  to 
be  made  in  Virginia,  Florida,  Mississippi, 
and  Texas,  when  the  like  result  is  pretty 
sur6  to  follow,  except  perhaps  in  the  case 
of  Texas.  Should  any  of  these  States  reject 
their  new  Constitutions  at  the  first  trial. 
Congress  will  no  doubt  provide  for  the  re¬ 
submission  of  the  question,  and  should  Mr. 
Wade  then  occupy  the.  executive  chair,  they 
will  most  likely  be  adopted.  In  each  of  the 
six  States  which  have  voted,  the  Governors 
and  Legislatures  that  have  been  elected  are 
favorable  to  the  policy  of  Congress.  A  large 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  chosen  at  these  elections  are 
Eepublicans,  aud  the  composition  of  the 
Legislatures  is  such  as  to  insure  the  choice 
of  Senators  of  the  same  politics.  In  fine, 
the  Congressional  plan  may  be  regarded  as 
triumphant  in  these  six  8tates.| 

In  the  remaining  four  States  the  ultimate 
result  will  piobably  be  of  the  same  charac¬ 
ter!;  so  that,  ere  the  occurrence  of  the  next 
Presidential  election,  the  ten  Btates  will  all* 


again  resume  the  control  of  their  political 
affairs  under  Constitutions  framed  by  them¬ 
selves,  and  subject  to  the  rule' of  Governors, 
Legislatures,  and  other  civil  officers,  chosen 
by  a  majority  of  their  electors.  They  will 
be  represented  in  both  branches  of  Congress, 
and  will  crown  the  work  of  reconstruction 
by  participating  m  the  election  of  a  Presi¬ 
dent  in  November  next. 

The  British  Ministerlal  Crisis.— The 
debate  on  the  Irish  Church  question  in  the 
British  House  of  Commons  was  brought  to 
a  close  on  Thursday  night,  when  a  division 
took  place  on  the  first  of  Mr.  Gladstone’s 
resolutions,  and  the  Minister  was  aguiu  beat¬ 
en  by  a  majority  of  65,  being  an  increase 
since  the  previous  division.  It  now  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  the  new  Premier  will 
take  up  his  portfolio  and  walk  out  of  Down¬ 
ing  street.  Disraeli,  after  this  second  whip¬ 
ping,  asked  time  to  consult  with  his  Cabinet 
and  the  Queen.  The  House  granted  the  re¬ 
quest  and  adjourned  until  Monday.  Dis¬ 
raeli  tendered  his  resignation  on  Saturday, 
but  it  was  not  accepted.  A  cable  report, 
dated  in  London  at  midnight  of  Monday, 
announces  that  the  Ministers  had  just  ex- 
I  plained  theii-  course  to  both  houses  of  Parlia- 
I  ment.  Mr.  Disraeli  fixed  the  7th  of  May 
I  for  the  further  debate  of  the  Gladstone  reso¬ 
lutions.  Mr.  Gladstone,  Mr.  Bright,  with 
others  of  the  opposition,  denounced  the 
resolution  to  retain  office  when  not  in  har¬ 
mony  with  the  Commons,  and  Mr.  Gladstone 
stated,  amid  cheers,  that  the  Liberals  must  j 
“  go  on.”  The  Liberals  appear  determined 
to  move  a  direct  address  to  the  Crown  on 
the  Church  question. 

The  Massachusetts  Houeofathic  Socte- 
j  TY  decided,  thirty-three  against  thirty-one, 
not  to  admit  a  woman  practitioner  to  mem¬ 
bership.  Some  of  the  expressions,  however, 
in  favor  of  her  admission  were  very  cordial 
and  decided.  The  Judiciary  Committee  of 
the  New  Jersey  Legislature  have  reported 
against  allowing  women  to  vote  in  that  State. 
They  treated  the  application  with  unbecom¬ 
ing  levity.  One  hundred  and  fourteen  wo¬ 
men  of  Sturgis,  Mich.,  marched  to  the  town 
hall  in  procession  recently,  and  all  bat  six  of 
them  voted  for  “  prohibition.  ”  They  were 
treated  with  the  utmost  respect. 

The  Proposed  Hudson  River  Suspension 
Bridge. — The  bridge  bill  recently  signed  by 
Governor  Fenton  of  New  York  incorporates 
“the  Hudson  Highland  Suspension  Bridge 
Company.”  The  project  is  to  construct  a 
railroad  bridge  on  a  line  with  “  The  Erie 
and  New  England  Railroad,”  laid  out  from 
Turner’s  on  the  Erie  railway,  crossing  the 
river  near  Peekskill  to  Derby,  in  the  State 
of  Conuecticut.  The  list  of  incorporators 
includes  the  names  of  Erastus  Corning,  Isaac 
Bell,  Addison  P.  Jones,  S.  Dinger,  N.  P. 
Stanton,  Robert  Cochrane,  B.  Bailey,  and 
others. 

Colored  Conservatives. — It  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  gratifying  to  note  the  lai^e  colored 
vote  the  conservative  ticket  is  receiving  in 
Georgia.  A  good  many  colored  men  in 
North  and  South  Carolina,  and  here  in  our 
own  State,  have  also  sided  with  their  own 
people,  against  the  intei  loping  carpet-bag¬ 
gers.  Georgia,  hpwever,  is  ahead  in  colored 
conservatives.  There  seems  to  be  something 
of  organization  among  them,  also,  and  they 
show  a  determination  to  exercise  the  right 
of  franchise,  regardless  of  threats.  This 
conversion  to  conservatism  is  one  of  the 
most,  indeed  we  might  say,  the  most  reas¬ 
suring  sign  of  the  times.  It  is  an  impera¬ 
tive  duty,  as  well  as  to  oui’  interest,  to  help 
the  good  work  all  we  can.  We  can  do  but 
little  towards  the  recuperation  of  oar  mate¬ 
rial  prosperity,  and  socially  we  shaU  be  liv¬ 
ing,  as  it  were,  on  the  side  of  a  slumbering 
volcano,  until  there  shaU  be  political  harmo¬ 
ny  between  the  two  races. — Neio  Orleans 
Picayune,  April  13.  • 

“  Our  Mormon  Brethren,”  as  Mr.  J.  Par- 
ton  would  say,  are  said  to  be  building  a  fort 
at  Cove  Creek,  Utah,  1000  feet  square,  with 
walls  of  black  volcanic  rock,  laid  in  cement, 
four  feet  thick  and  eighteen  feet  high.  On 
the  whole,  Mormonism  does  not  show  those 
signs  of  decrepitude  and  impending  dissolu¬ 
tion  which  we  could  wish  to  see.  In  a  ser¬ 
mon  preached  in  the  Tabernacle  of  Great 
Salt  Lake  City,  March  29th,  Brigham  Young 
said : — 

“  About  the  5th  of  February  last,  we  found 
that  we  could  only  raise  about  from  eight  to 
nine  thousand  dollars  to  send  to  Euro^je  for 
the  poor.  Elders  Hiram  B.  Clawson  and 
William  C.  Staines  started  for  New  York  on 
the  17th  of  the  month.  When  we  came  to 
send  away  the  means  we  had,  w’e  were  able 
to  send  $25,006  with  the  brethren,  contrib¬ 
uted  in  small  amounts.  We  have  exercised 
faith  in  this  matter,  and  now  we  are  able  to 
send  $25,000  more  ;  and  we  have  not  touch- 
red  a  bushel  of  wheat  or  a  hundred  of  flour, 
nor  an  animal  that  has  been  turned  in  ;  and 
the  means  keep  coming  in,  aud  it  comes 
more  and.  more  ;  and  they  will  continue  to 
give  until  the  emigration  is  over.  This  is  a 
w  itness  to  the  people  that  they  are  right  be¬ 
fore  high  Heaven  in  these  things.” 

To  the  Gentile  mind,  it  is  simply  evidence 
of  the  extraordinary  energy  of  the  American 
character,  even  when  exerted  for  an  unwor¬ 
thy  cause. 

Jeff  Davis’  bail  bonds  were  renewed  in 
Richmond  on  Saturday.  Horace  Greeley, 
Cornelius  Vanderbilt  and  Geriitt  Smith  be¬ 
came  sureties  in  $25,000  each,  the  remain¬ 
ing  $25,000  being  guaranteed  by  citizens  of 
Richmond.  The  accused  is  to  appear  at  the 
next  term  of  the  court  on  being  duly  notified. 
The  Judge  announced  that  Chief  Justice 
Chase  would 'be  prepared  to  try  the  case 
immediately  after  the  impeachment  trial 
closes. 

— One  of  the  severest  ejiidemics  of  scarlet 
fever  ever  known  in  this  country  has  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  city  of  Boston  during  the  past 
year,  and  still  continues. 

— Mr.  Frederick  Douglass  is  to  leave  Ro¬ 
chester,  N.  Y.,  where  he  can  vote,  thanks 
to  having  $250,  aud  will  remove  to  Vineland, 
New  Jersey,  where  he  cannot  vote  in  spite 
of  the  $7,500  he  has  paid  for  a  residence. 

— The  report  of  the  German  American 
School  of  the  Town  of  Morrisania  has  just 
been  published.  Gen.  Sigel,  the  President, 
reports  that  the  average  attendance  has  been 
126,  of  whom  two-thirds  were  boys.  The 
annual  income  is  now  $1,500,  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  $1,000.  A  fair  is  now  being  held 
for  its  benefit. 

—  Rear-Admiral  S.  A.  Gordon  was  install¬ 
ed  one  day  last  week  as  Commandant  of  the 
Navy-yard,  Vice-Admiral  Bell,  who  has  filled 
the  post  for  the  past  three  years.  The  new 
Commandant  was  received  with  the  usual 
naval  honors. 

—  The  Ohio  Legislature  have,  passed  a 
bill  making  the  State  coat-of-arms  to  con¬ 
sist  of  a  shield  in  the  form  of  a  circle,  hav¬ 
ing  in  the  foreground  in  the  right  a  sheaf  of 
wheat ;  on  the  left,  a  bundle  of  seventeen 
arrows,  both  standing  erect ;  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  and  rising  above  the  sheaf  and  ar¬ 
rows,  a  mountain  range,  over  which  is  a 
rising  sun.
